Henry White (a Quaker who came to Perquimans from Surry County, 
Virginia, where he purchased land from John Troy of Surry, June 9, 
1655), Mr. Thomas Lepper, Mr. John Barrow, Esquires. At this sitting 
of court Ann Parish, formerly Jacocks (wife of Thomas of Little 
River), acknowledged a deed of gift to her son, John Huffton. Thomas 
Hassold entered land on Northeast side of Perquimans River, between 
the lands of Samuel Pricklove, and Thomas Attoway. During the session 
of the court Elizabeth Arnold petitioned the court to the effect that Law- 
rence Arnold her deceased husband had bequeathed his estate unto their 
son John, which was to be turned over to him when he reached the age 
of thirteen years, prayed for a guardian to be appointed in the person 
of Jonathan Bateman, whom she later married for her second husband. 
Thomas Hassold presented a petition showing that Thomas Snoden, a 
child, was left with him by his father-in-law, Edmund Pirkins, and that 
said child was bound to him until he was twenty-one years old. 

Court November 6, 1694, at Mrs. Diana Fosters; same Justices present. 
Petition presented by Mr. John Hunt (who lived in Little River), show- 
ing that “Mrs Ann Durant held in her possession books and papers be- 
longing to the estate of Mr William Therrill,” prayed that they be 
turned over to him, he being the only living Executor, which was granted. 
George Durant, husband of said Ann, in his life time was Executor for 
Mr. William Therrill, who was one of his followers during the rebellion 
of 1677-79. William Therrill in his will probated in Perquimans County, 
speaks of George Durant of “Berty Point,” and said Therrill himself 
lived on Little River.

“To gr-son John Jones, legacy not to be delivered ‘til said Jones is free (21); 

to godson, Stephen Tramison, and wife Jane.” 


It was not unusual for ancient planters to omit married children by previous marriages (as they 
probably had received their shares); however, the above will indicates that Stephen was too ill to 
know what he was doing. He was a lawyer and would not have omitted his minor children. Later, he 
evidently realized what he had done (or was told) and tried to make amends by a nuncupative (oral) 
will: viz — 

“Richard Co. VA Col. Abts. Vol 17 p 21, 1704/24, Sept 3, 1707 — We the subscribers to Testifie 
that a man named Stephen Manerwing who profest himselfe to be a resident in North Carolina and did 
desease this life in Richmond County and died the first week in November and was Buryed in the 
Church yeard of Sittenburne Parish in the above said County. Nabuschedenesor Jones and John Tysett 
do Testifie that the Abovesaid Stephen Manerving did declare that he had a son named John and a 
daughter named Hanah living in the sid North Carolina. Manerings son and Daughter. 
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Re: Manwaring-Elizabeth/Stephen or John Page 2 of 4 


Witness our Hands the day and Yeare above. /s/ Nabu Jones-John Tysett /s/Nathaniel Hall ... The 
above deposition was Sworne to in Richmond Co Ct by the above named Nab’n J ones, John Tysett 
and Nath’! Hall and upon the motion of --- Bluhead on the same---was admitted to record. (As the 
courts were more careful of the rights of minors in those days than at present , in all probability his 
minor children inherited. Although John Jones was called gr-son in the first will, he was probably his 
step-son as Hannah had son John when she married Stephen. The child-Stephen-he called godson, in 
all probability was his grandson, as godson and gr-son seem to be interchangeable. )

Westmoreland Co, VA, Deposition of William Armiger: (W. & M. (Wm & Mary Quarterly) Vol. 2, 
pp 44/45 — “That being at Coll. Washington’s house there came into the Company one — Stephen 
Manwaring & haveing some discourse about ye sd Armiger takeing off some prisoners in ye sd 
Washington’s house in ye time of Backen’s Rebellion, ye sd Manring Issue out these following , viz: 
That ye Chief Officers of her Maties yt then in distress ran away from their Commissions. The sd 
Armiger desireing him to take care of what hee had sd, his answer was yt hee had already suffered ye 
law & now he cared not a --- for any man. Then sd Armiger told him he acted by a false Commission 
& how durst hee be so forward upon soe treacherous designs as he well knew. Whereupon he replied 
that he did it to destroy ye heathen & if were to Doe again he would doe it. Then Armiger demanded 
of him why hee did not lay down his armes when one, Miller, came in — his answer was yt hee had a 
letter from Coll. Goteridge (Goodrich) yt his houses was burnt, his wife & F amily robed & his wife 
and children forced to ly on straw & he himself to be hanged if taken, which forced him as sayes, to 
goe to ye other pty. He replied yt General Ingram was a cowardly, treacherous dogg for laying down 
his armes, or otherwise he himselfe would die at ye face of his Enemies, & several other expressions 
attending to ye same purpose. Sd Armiger told him he begged his Commission, which hee swore 
bitterly was false & would force ye sd Armiger to prove it.”

Jesse Nixon Moon, his family, and his wife's family were members 
of the Society of Friends (quakers), from which church he never 
separated, even though Jesse and his prother, Jeremiah, had been 
excommunicated at the time of their enlistment in the Civil war. 
Jesse Nixon Moon WaS, however» reinstated at the close of the War.

We regret that the increase in popularity of searching for ancestral lines has resulted in 
such a volume of mail inquiries that we must respond to your request through a form 
letter. You are welcome to visit the Library and make use of the resources here, 
including a Xerox copier and .a reader-printer for making copies from microfilm. While 
most of the original records have been microfilmed, the terms of the deposit stipulate 
that the film must be used in the Library, and therefore cannot be lent either directly to 
researchers or through interlibrary loan. Our hours are 8:30 to 4:30 weekdays and 9 to 
12 on Saturdays when the College is in session. When coming from a distance, we 
recommend that visitors call ahead to obtain up-to-date information. 


In order that the regular work of the Library proceeds in an orderly manner, staff time 
spent in responding to genealogical requests must be strictly limited. One hour only of 
preliminary research can be provided for a fee of $15.00, payable in advance to the order 
of Swarthmore College, and non-returnable. | The success of the search depends on the 
amount of specific information you are able to provide, including full names of family 
members, dates, places of residence, and name of Monthly Meeting attended, if known. 


Most meetings are named after the townships “in which they are located. Please print or 
type all names, dates, places, and names of meetings. 


There is no master list of Quaker names. Quakers can only be found in the records of the 
individual “Monthly Meeting of which they were members. ‘Therefore you have to know 
where they lived in order to determine the Monthly Meeting. Most Monthly Meetings 
kept books of births, deaths, marriages, and certificates of removal. If you are not sure 
whether your ancestor was a Quaker, writing us is not likely to result in any helpful 
information. Again, be as concise and specific as you can. General requests for “any 
available information" about a particular individual will not be considered. The $15.00 
fee will include up to five pages of photocopying. The sources which can be consulted in 


this brief search are as follows: 


Hinshaw published abstracted records of Monthly Meetings of 
Friends in some areas. Volume 1 contains Monthly Meetings in the 
Carolinas, Georgia (one meeting), and Tennessee.

The Hinshaw 
Index emphasizes Indiana (86 meetings), lowa (84), and Kansas (49). The 
majority of Friends meetings are not abstracted in either the Hinshaw 
Encyclopedia or the Index, requiring for those meetings a page-by-page 
examination of microfilm of original meeting records, not possible within 


the limits of a brief preliminary search.

We 
are not endorsing any of these people. They have had training in genealogical research 
and have requested that their names be furnished to inquirers. Many historical libraries 
such as ours find that in recent years the demand for genealogical research far exceeds 
the capacity of the available researchers to handle it adequately. Thus it will probably 
take as long as several months for them to complete work on your request. In any_ 
correspondence with a researcher or our Library, please enclose a_ self-addressed, 
stamped long sss size) envelope. Limited library budgets cannot absorb the cost of 
responding to the hundreds of genealogical inquiries received annually, unless a self- 
addressed stamned envelone. is enclased to cover nostage.

| history, the kingdom of Denmark formed a part of the 


English domain, under the partial rule of England. At 
this time the King of England requested from the King o 
Denmark a regiment of soldiers as bodyguards. 


The Danish Monarch issued orders that the best men of 


his kingdom be selected — men erect in stature, athletic, 


of light complexion and red hair. Carl Moon had red hair 
and blue eyes. A regiment from the best families was 
recruited; they called themselves "The Order of the 
Crescent". The banner they bore was in the Danish 
National colors with a half moon or crescent as their 
insignia. 


They rendered excellent service to the King. In one 
occasion during a battle, the King met such stubborn 
resistance from the enemy that he was forced to call for 
volunteers. The "Order of the Crescent" came forward 
and was successful in subduing the enemy. As a reward 
for their bravery the King granted them land in England 
if they would settle there. He presented them with a coat 
of arms, and the company unanimously adopted the 
surname Moon. Kings and lesser nobles were often 
granted "Coat of Arms" as a sign of nobility, but a like 
number were bestowed as a reward of valor. The moons 
earned theirs for gallantry in action and not by "accident 
of birth". 


The Moons prospered in their adopted country and 
concerned themselves with the civic and religious affairs 
of their community. At sometime during the 
Reformation, the Moons became converts to the religious 
movement "Society of Friends", or Quakers.

A Quaker preacher named George Fox gave William Penn the idea that religious 
freedom could be found in the New World. 


Among the passengers on Penn’s first trip to America, on the Good Ship Welcome 
in 1692, were two brothers, their wives and children. These were John Moon, his 
wife Sarah Snead and their six children and James Moon, his wife Joan Burgess 
and their seven children, 


The two families settled on a land grant deeded jointly to the brothers by William 

| Penn. They named it Bucks County, abbreviated from their old home in 
Burlinghamshire County, England. Colonial farmers purchased their land from 
William Penn for 25 to 75 cents an acre, depending on the distance from 
Philadelphia. John remained in Pennsylvania where he raised his family. The 
original homesite is now a railroad yard in Fallsington, Pennsylvania. 


James Moon was born in England about 1640 and married Joan Burgess about 
1665. She was born in 1649 in Bristol, England. James died n July 1713 and Joan 
on October 1739. Before coming to America, she had been clerk of the Bristol M. 
M. Records for many years. Their children were Sarah, John, James, Jonas, 
Jasper, Mary and Roger. 


The lineage of Carl Moon can be traced directly back to James and Joan Moon, 
through their son Jasper and Jasper’s son by a second marriage. 


Jasper left his brother John on Pennsylvania soon after 1688 and joined relatives 
in the old Dominion. The death of his first wife is presumed to have occurred 
about this time, leaving on son, Simon, who grew up in Frederick County, 
| Virginia. He dies there in 1748. 


| At an early date the colony of North Carolina offered complete religious freedom 
in order to encourage immigration. This appealed to the Quakers, for Virginia had 
not been as tolerant of their beliefs as they had hoped. 


The plantation owners had slaves and the Church of England was the 
predominant religion. About 1735 a large number of Quaker colonists from 
Virginia and Pennsylvania immigrated to North Carolina. They settled in 
Randolph, Guilford, Alamance and Chatham counties where they formed colonies. 
Among those who led come at an earlier date was Jasper Moon. He had married 
for a second time and one son, John, was born in 1715 on the Neuse River, 
Randolph County. Jasper died there on April 27, 1726. 


Letters of administration were granted to his widow in Pennsylvania, April 27, 
1726. The son John was bound to learn the carpenter trade. At the expiration of 
his seven-year apprenticeship he married Mary Farmer. (Cane Creek M. M. 

| Records) Mary’s family had come on the Welcome to Pennsylvania on October 23, 
1742. She died February 6, 1791. Their children were Rachel, who married 
Marmaduke Bookout and never left North Carolina, and John, who migrated to 
Georgia about 1770. He became the progenitor of most of the Moons of the South. 
He served in the Revolutionary War. John married Lucy Baldwin and become

quite wealthy. 


| Two more sons, James and Lawrence, followed John to Georgia, but are said to 
have gone West, t to Alabama and finally to Texas. Joseph, another son, was 
born March 20, 1850 in Randolph County. He married Ann Brown on April 13, 
1772. Anne was the daughter of Daniel and Grace Thompson Brown. Her father 
was a Quaker preacher. 


There were troublesome times. A break with England was almost a certainty and 
the Quakers were opposed to war. Furthermore, the colonial governor of North 
Carolina had passed a law making all marriages performed by Quaker preachers 
void and the offspring illegitimate. Many other cruel laws caused Joseph Moon to 
look elsewhere for peace of mind and religious tolerance. Her with his wife and 
seven children moved to Jefferson County, which was 20 miles east of Knoxville, 
Tennessee in 1796. Their last four children were born here. Their stay was short 
because of the ruling class in Tennessee was the wealthy slave owners. The 
Quakers were outspoken in their opposition to slavery and this caused much ill 
will. Consequently, Joseph Moon sought a home in a non-slave state North of the 
Mason-Dixon Line. From 1808 until 1811 Joseph, his wife and family, eleven sons 
and two daughters, moved to Ohio and settled about a mile or two east of 
Martinsville in what is now Clark Township. In all fifty-five persons, thirty-four 
males and twenty-one females made the journey to what proved to be the 
Promised Land. 


Joseph died in Martinsville on the 14th day of the 4‘ month of 1838. He was 88 


years and 25 days old. Ann died on the 31° day of the 8 month on 1824. She was 
69 years and 7 months old. (Newborn Stone Records) 


Of particular interest is John and Mary’s second son, William, born January 25, 


1777 in Randolph County, North Carolina. He died June 10%, 1850 in Martinsvill 
Ohio. He married Jane, daughter of. Richard and Sarah Huston, i in Jefferson 
County, Tennessee. They were the parents arents of seven children. There following were 
born in Tennessee — Sarah, James, Daniel, Joseph H. and Henry R. Two who were 
born in Ohio died as infants. Jane’s death occurred about 1814 or 1815. She is 
thought to be buried in an unmarked grave in a burial plot on the original Moon 
homesite in the Clark Township. Several persons are known to have been buried 
there before the Newberry Burial Ground was laid out. 


William married a second wife, Hannah Hockett. She was born November 28, 
1796 and died November 30, 1842. They were the parents of twelve children. 


My great grandfather was James Moon. He was born in Jefferson County, 
Tennessee on September 19, 1801. He married Sarah Ann Clark who was born in 
Louden County, Virginia on December 25, 1802. They were married in 
Martinsville, Ohio on December 25, 1819 and settled near Westboro, Ohio. They 
were the parents of sixteen children, eight sons and eight daughters, two died in 
infancy. 


My grandfather was Josiah D. Moon, born March 17, 1835. He married Catherine

Hixson on March 17, 1839, She was born April 6, 1840 and died on December 20, 
1876. 


His son, Byron Valentine was born July 21, 1874 and died December 3, 1946. He 
married Lou Otta Margaret Hessler on January 3, 1893. At the close of the Civil 
War, James and Sarah Moon homesteaded near Independence, Kansas. It was 
here that they established a Quaker church. They both lived to be over 90 years of 
age. They are buried in Maydew Cemetery in Manhattan, Kansas. 


Henry H., the fourth son of William and Jane Huston Moon was born on July 14, 
1808 in Jefferson County, Tennessee. On May 21, 1830 he married Mary Hoffman 
Paxton in Wilmington, Ohio. Mary was the daughter of Dr. Reuben and Mary 
Paxton. Henry died in Dayton, Ohio in 1881. Mary Paxton Moon died in Indiana 
on July 8, 1870. They were the parents of eleven children. Their third son, 
Sylvester Bronson Moon was born May 11, 1835 in Martinsville, Ohio. He married 
Lucy Brunette, daughter of Jasper W. and Abigail White Gudgen. Lucy B. was 
born February 3, 1846 in Westboro, Ohio. Sylvester died December 21, 1919 in his 


| s4th year. Lucy B. died on April 7 1928. Both are buried in the Wilmington 
Cemetery. 


Their children were Ernest, Mary, and Maude, born in Cuba, Karl and Ralph 
born in Wilmington. Their father was a medical doctor. He first practiced for two 
years in Martinsville and six years in Cuba. In 1879 he moved to Wilmington 
where he practiced for the remainder of his professional life. 


It has been said of Dr. Moon that he had a very courtly manner and always wore a 
high silk hat. 


| Karl (spelled with a K, later changed to C) was born October 6, 1878 in the Moon 
homestead on East Main Street. The old landmark has since been torn down. He 
attended public school and graduated from Wilmington High School in the class 0 
1897. Soon after graduation he went to Cincinnati where he learned the 

| photography trade. 


Carl first married Bessie Wilson, a schoolmate, and later moved to New Mexico 
due to her poor health. In 1904 they settled in Albuquerque. It was here he first 
became attracted to Indians as photographic subjects. The Indians were very 
solicitous of the ailing Bessie; they called her their "Princess". They gave her an 
| amulet that she wore to her grave. She is buried on the Moon lot, Wilmington 
Cemetery. 


| Carl returned to Albuquerque after her death and his wife’s faithful Indian 
friends became his lucky tailsmen. He set up a photographic studio and began 
making his first collection of photographs and paintings of the Pueblo Indians. For 
the next seven years he was in charge of the Fred Harvey Headquarters at the 
Grand Canyon in Arizona.

Makepeace, Thomas (? - 1667) 


Thomas Makepeace, gentleman, was known in his time of a man of quite independent opinions. He was 
informed by the Court in 1639, that "Because of his novile disposition they were weary of him unless he 
should reform." He appeared first in records in 1637 in Boston, "It is agreed that Mr. Thomas 
Makepeace shall have a house plot and garden place." The next year he is shown to have been a member 
of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company established that year. In 1641, he was living at 
Dorchester where he owned lands; it was at about this time that he married at the First Church, Boston, 
Mrs. Elizabeth Mellowes as his second wife. In Dorchester, he was a supporter of a free school. In 1654, 
Thomas was in the "Narraganset Expedition" against the Indians, for which he received pay from the 
treasury of the Massachusetts Bay. His will on record in the Probate Office in Boston, was dated 30 June 
1666. Thomas Makepeace had come from England, according to his statement in his will passing to his 
eldest son a house and land in England to which he was an heir. No records have been located to 
indicate from which part of England he came.

James Moon and his wife Joan Burgess and six children came in 1682 to Philadelphia from Bristol, 
England on the ship Lamb at the same time as William Penn came on the ship Welcome. One story is 
that Moon had been jailed in England for being a Quaker and that Penn arranged his release and 
departure to America.

The Moon family, long resident in and about Bristol, England, were among 
the early converts to the principles of the Society of Friends. John Moone, 
as the name is universally spelled on the early English and American records, 
was married at a Friends’ meeting in Bristol, June 17, 1666, to Sarah Snead, 
and on the records of that meeting are entered the births of four of their chil- 
dren: Joseph, Sarah, John and Elizabeth, the last on April 22, 1676. The 
names of others of the family also appear on the records of Bristol Meeting art 
these and succeeding dates. John Moone came to Philadelphia with his wite 
and children about 1682, and was a member of Philadelphia Monthly Meeting, 
a justice of the peace, Judge of the Court of Quarter Sessions, and a member 
of the Provincial Assembly. He moved later to Dedford township, Gloucester 
county, New Jersey, where he died, leaving a will dated October 8, 1715, 
which mentions his home farm on Mantoes creek; children: Joseph, absent 
out of the province; John; Elizabeth Gibson; Thomas; Edward; and Charles. 

James Moone, the first American ancestor of the subject of this sketch, 
came to Pennsylvania from Bristol, England, at about the same date that John 
Moone, first above mentioned, appears in Philadelphia, and located near the 
falls of the Delaware, in Bucks county. He had married at Bristol, England, 
about 1663, Joan Burgess, and was accompanied to America by several children 
of nearly adult age. When he purchased a tract of land in Falls township, in 
1695, his son, James Moone Jr., was named as one of the grantees, the title to 
vest in him when he arrived at the age of twenty-one years. 

John Moone, of Philadelphia, was a brother of James Moone, of Bucks coun- 
ty. They were both witnesses to the will of Joseph Siddall, of Bucks county, 
which was probated in Philadelphia, May 5, 1704. 

James Moone was actively associated with the affairs of Bucks county, his 
name frequently appearing on the early records of the courts of that county 
after 1685 as a member of grand and petit juries, and as serving in various ca- 
pacities by appointment of the court up to the time of his decease, in September, 
1713. Joan (Burgess) Moone, wife of James Moone, received a legacy from 
her parents or other relatives in England, in 1695, and obtained a certificate 
from the Bucks County Court on December 11, 1695, to enable her to receive 
it, the court entry of which is as follows: “A Certificate of Joan, the wife of 
James Moone being alive Signed in Court shee being then there present.” She 
survived her husband over a quarter of a century, dying December, 1739, in her 
ninetieth year, at the home of her son, Roger, the old home plantation in Falls 
township, the title of which had been transferred from James Jr. to his father 
and by the latter to Roger in 1706. Children of James and Joan (Burgess) 
Moone: Sarah, Jasper, James, Roger, Jonas and Mary. Jasper, the eldest, lo- 
cated in New Jersey, and died in Burlington county, letters of administration be- 
ing granted to his widow Susannah, April 29, 1726; the records of that county 
show that he was resident there as early as 1704. James, Roger and Jonas Moon

remained in Bucks county, and have left descendants. James was deputy sheriff 
of the county in 1714. 

Rocer Moon, son of James and Joan (Burgess) Moone, was born in England, 
in or about the year 1679. He received, as above stated, a deed from his parents 
in 1706 for the plantation of one hundred and twenty-five acres in Falls town- 
ship, about one and one-half miles from the present borough of Morrisville, 
where he spent his whole adult life, dying there, February 16, 1759. He was 
a consistent member of Falls Monthly Meeting of Friends, and took little part 
in public affairs. His descendants take pride in the fact that he lived for sev- 
enty years in one place, and “had never discharged a gun or quarrelled with 
any man”, 

Roger Moon married (first), October 23, 1708, Ann Nutt, like himself a na- 
tive of England, and had by her seven children: James, John, Elizabeth, Rog- 
er, Isaac, William and Ann. John died in 1732, at the age of fifteen, and Isaac 
in 1748, at the age of twenty-four. James, the eldest son, located in Middle- 
town, and was the pioneer of the family in the nursery business still extensive- 
ly carried on by his descendants in Falls, Lower Makefield and Middletown 
townships. Roger Moon married (second), in April, 1734, Elizabeth, daughter 
of Reese and Mary Price, of Welsh ancestry. They had seven children: John 
Mary, Sarah, Timothy, Samuel, Jasper and Hannah. Samuel was a chair 
maker, and resided in Fallsington until his death, July 5, 1813, at the age of 
seventy-seven years. Jasper was a soldier in the Bucks County Battalion, com- 
manded by Colonel John Keller, in the company of Captain Robert Patterson, 
and saw considerable active service in the Revolutionary War. 

Joun Moon, eldest son of Roger Moon, by his second wife, Elizabeth Price, 
was born on the old homestead, in Falls township, February 28, 1735, and died 
in the same township, January 6, 1788. No record appearing of his purchase 
of real estate, it is presumed that he continued to reside on the homestead in 
Falls township until his death. Letters of administration were granted on his 
estate to his widow Margaret, his brother Samuel being one of her sureties. His 
wife Margaret was not a member of the Society of Friends, and at a monthly 
meeting held at Falls Township, May 6, 1761, “John Moon having some time 
since went out in his marriage with a woman that was not of our society not- 
withstanding he was precautioned”, a committee was appointed to prepare a 
testimony against him. This committee produced their testimony July 1, 1761, 
when it was read, approved and signed, and John Nutt was appointed to de- 
liver a copy thereof to the said John Moon and acquaint him with his right to 
appeal. He appears to have made no effort to retain his membership and at 
the meeting on August 5, 1761, it appearing that he had not yet been served 
with a copy of the testimony, Friend Nutt is desired to deliver it to him be- 
fore the next meeting. Nothing more appears on the record with reference 
to him, and he was probably disowned from membership without any protest 
on his part. The maiden name of his wife Margaret has not been ascertained. 
He was probably a soldier in the Revolution, as well as his brother Jasper, but 
the incomplete rolls make no mention thereof. Neither is there record of dis- 
tribution of his estate or other means of ascertaining who his children were, 
other than his son William, whose date of birth appears in his own family Bi- 
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ble. It is thought that Elizabeth, the wife of Joachim Richards, of Falls town- 
ship, who died in 1845, at the age of seventy-seven years, was his daughter. 

WILLIAM Moon, son of John and Margaret Moon, was born in Falls town- 
ship, Bucks county, Pennsylvania, October 16, 1776. This date together with 
that of the births of his nine children, was entered by himself in a family Bi- 
ble still in possession of his grandchildren. From the same source we learn 
that his wife’s name was Margaret, but her maiden name is unknown to her 
descendants. By deed dated September 26, 1825, William Moon purchased of 
William Wharton and Ann his wife, Henry Richards and Jane his wife, Wil- 
liam Richards of Philadelphia and Ann his wife, and John Richards, of North- 
ern Liberties, a small lot in Falls township, of which Joachim Richards had 
died seized in 1812, leaving the above-named Ann, Henry, William and John 
as his only children and heirs. The property had been purchased by Joachim 
Richards of the estate of Robert Kirkbride in 1806. Here William Moon re- 
sided until his death, February 22, 1845, in the sixty-ninth year of his age. He 
died intestate, and letters of administration were granted on his estate to his 
sons Mahlon and Joachim R. Moon. By deed dated March 31, 1846, Mahlon 
Moon and Eliza Ann his wife; John Jones and Catharine his wife; Aaron L. 
Moon and Maria B. his wife; Paul Troth and Elizabeth his wife; Joachim R. 
Moon and Sarah Ann his wife; Benjamin C. Tatum, and Mary his wife; James 
K. Moon and Elizabeth his wife; and John Moon, heirs and representatives of 
William Moon, deceased, conveyed the above-mentioned lot to William Bowers. 

Children of William and Margaret Moon, as shown by the above-mentioned 
Bible record: Mahlon, born March 25, 1802; Catharine, February 27, 1804; 
William, June 15, 1806; Aaron L., mentioned below; Elizabeth, August 30, 
1811; Joachim R., October 17, 1813; Mary, March 12, 1816; James Kimmons, 
July 30, 1818; and John, July 4, 1821. All of these except William lived to 
mature age, as shown by the above deed. 

Aaron Lippincott Moon, son of William and Margaret Moon, was born in 
Falls township, Bucks county, Pennsylvania, February 10, 1809. He received 
a good education and adopting the profession of teacher in early life, he be- 
came an eminent instructor of youth. The greater part of his life was spent 
in Burlington county, New Jersey. He married, in 1842, Maria Braddock, 
daughter of Abraham and Catharine (Snyder) Osborne, of Burlington county, 
New Jersey, and had six children, three of whom died in infancy, those who 
survived being: William, died in 1879; Katherine, and Reuben O. 

Hon. Reusen O. Moon, son of Aaron Lippincott and Maria B. (Osborne) 
Moon, was born in Burlington county, New Jersey, July 22, 1847. He was edu- 
cated under supervision of his father, one of the leading teachers in the state of 
New Jersey, and afterwards graduated at a well-known Philadelphia college 
in the year 1875. After his graduation he filled the chair of literature and ex- 
pression in his alma mater for a few years, during which time he was widely 
known in the literary and educational world as a lecturer and instructor on 
educational topics. At the death of the president of the college, in 1880, he 
succeeded to the chair previously filled by him, which he held until he was ad- 
mitted to the bar, in 1884, when he began the practice of the law in the city of 
Philadelphia. His rise in this profession was rapid. His previous scholastic 
training, his untiring industry and his recognized oratorical abilities contributed 
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materially to his speedy advancement at the bar. He was associated with many 
notable cases both in the civil and criminal courts. He became counsel for 
many large interests and soon took his place as one of the leaders of the Phil- 
adelphia Bar. He was admitted to the Supreme Court in 1886, and to the 
United States courts in 1889. 

In 1903 he was elected to the Fifty-eighth Congress from the Fourth District 
of Pennsylvania, comprising an important section of Philadelphia, and was 
subsequently elected to the Fifty-ninth, Sixtieth and Sixty-first Congress and 
is at present a member of the Sixty-second Congress. Soon after Mr. Moon's 
entrance into Congress his legal and forensic abilities were recognized by con- 
spicuous committee appointments. One of. the acute subjects of legislation, 
which had been before Congress for a number of years, was the codification 
and revision of the laws of the United States. No revision had been made for 
nearly forty years and the condition of the Federal Statutes was deplorable. 
Much legislation had been enacted to meet the rapidly increasing expansion of 
the Federal jurisdiction, most of which had been experimental. Many im- 
portant statttes thus enacted had been declared unconstitutional, and the over- 
lapping and confusion of multifarious laws which were contained in ponderous 
volumes of Congressional enactments, commingled with general and temporary 
laws, had resulted in such complexity and confusion as to make it almost im- 
possible for the Federal judges and practitioners at the bar to know definitely 
what the exact condition of the law was. 

Mr. Moon was made chairman of the Committee on the Revision of the 
laws, of the House of Representatives, charged with the responsibility of re- 
vising and codifying the Federal statutes and of reconciling the contradictions, 
supplying the omissions and amending the imperfections of the original text 
and with power to propose and embody in his revision changes in the existing 
law. This monumental work involved a high degree of legal learning, technical 
skill and patient effort. A conspicuous portion of this important work had 
already been accomplished by the enactment of the revision of the criminal laws 
of the United States known as the new penal code, which was passed at the 
Sixtieth Congress and went into Operation, January 1, 1910. Mr. Moon’s 
masterly achievement in securing the enactment of this law and his lucid and 
scholarly exposition of the history and development of the Federal criminal 
law of the country won him great renown, and he at once took his place as one 
of the leading legal authorities in the American Congress. This work has re- 
ceived the commendation of the bar of the country, and Mr. Moon was ten- 
dered a notable reception and banquet by the bench and bar of his own city 
in recognition of his distinguished services in this work. This committee of 
which Mr. Moon is house chairman, has reported and has upon the calender 
in Congress another part of this great task, involving the re-organization of the 
Federal judiciary, in which many important reforms are recommended. His 
report upon this second department of the revision has attracted great attention 
from the jurists and lawyers of the country, and has been received with uni- 
versal appreciation, and is recognized as a scholarly contribution to the legal 
literature of the land. 

Mr. Moon is also a prominent member of the Committee on the Judiciary of 
the House of Representatives, and is the author of the Moon Injunction Bill, 
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which has been adopted by President Taft as an administration measure and 
made one of the dominant features of the President’s new policy of reform. 
He has in addition to this introduced a great number of bills seeking to perfect 
the imperfect Federal legal machinery that is everywhere recognized as neces- 
sary to meet the rapidly growing requirements of the Federal courts. It has 
been said of Mr. Moon by eminent authority that he has initiated more con- 
structive legal legislation than any man in Congress for half a century. 

Mr. Moon is a prominent and popular club man, a leading member of the 
Lawyers’ Club; a former President of the prominent up-town Columbia Club ; 
member of the Union League and Penn Clubs; of the Historical Society of 
Pennsylvania; and of a number of other patriotic, social, professional and phil- 
anthropic organizations. 

He married, February 25, 1876, Mary A., daughter of Captain Wright 
Predmore, of Barnegat, New Jersey, and his wife, Elizabeth (Bodine) Pred- 
more. Mr. and Mrs. Moon have two children: Harold Predmore Moon and 
Mabel M. Moon. 

Harotp PrepMore Moon was born June 14, 1877. He received his elemen- 
tary education at the Eastburn Academy, Philadelphia, and entering the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, graduated in 1898. He studied law in the office of his 
father, Hon. R. O. Moon, and attended the law school of the university, and 
was admitted to the Philadelphia bar, March 18, 1901. He has since been in 
active practice of his profession in Philadelphia. He was assistant city solici- 
tor of Philadelphia from 1902 to 1906. He is a member of the Union League 
Club and of the Yacht Club and other social and athletic organizations of the 
city. He married, December 2, 1908, Attaresta Barclay de Silver, daughter of 
Robert P. and Fannie (King) de Silver, and they have one son. Harold Pred- 
more Moon, born September 23, 1909.

Ann Moon died Augo 31, 1824 and Joseph died Apr. 14, 1832. 

They were buried in the Newberry cemetery back of the Newberry Qua- 
ker churoh at Martinsville, within helloing distance of the first 
nomes of the Moons in Ohio.

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gunsmiths, blacksmiths could stock and make plows and chains; 
coopers could make both flax and wool spinning wheels. There 

were carpenters, plasterers, hatters, saddle and harnessmakers, 
shoemakers, brick and stone masons, and all were expert with the ax. 


Mills, shops and other businesses were soon started. William Moon 
was the first blacksmith and gunsmith, opening a shop as early as_ 
1809. His brother Jesse soon joined him. Joseph Moon and John 
Routh made square tables from walnut trees, Josepf Sr. and Israel 
Nordyke owned a horse mill five or six miles from Martinsville 
neighborhood. The first shingle roof was put on by Joseph Moon Sr. 
The shingles were placed on wooden pins. The first roof with nails 
was built by William Moon, nails costing 25 cents a pound. 


Clark township was organized in 1816. Shortly thereafter they 
started to hold elections. They built better roads through the 
township after that. 


Religious services were at first in most cases conducted in homes. 
Later they built log churches. In the earlt time there was a 

Quaker church and a Methodist Ghurch in Clark township. The first 
school ever taught in Clark township was held in the Quaker meeting 
house in 1812, taught by Jonah Wright. In 1813 the community : 
erected a new schoolhouse; it was of very peculiar architecture. 

The house was so constructed that it had six corners up as high as 

the mantle, and from there up to the roof it had but four corners. 

The entire angle of one end was taken for the fireplace, which was 
furnished with a stick and clay chimney. The ceiling was made of split 
logs, laid close together and daubed with clay mortar on top. The 
floor was made of puncheons, taken from logs and hewn flat. The roof 
was made of four-foot boards, laid on and kept in place be weight poles. 
There was a window about three feet above the floor and eight inches 
high, extending most of the way around the room; greased paper was 

used in the window. 


Spelling, reading, writing and arithmetic were the only subjects 
taught in the school. The first school was a subscription school; 
it cost around $1.50 per scholar, for a term of three months, this 
being the number of months of school during the year. The school 
term was always in the dead of winter. The parents could not spare 
their sons and daughters from the domestic duties of the field and 
kitchen at any other time of the year. In 1835 a free school 
system was established. 


In 1812 only one newspaper was taken within the limits of Clark town- 
ship. This was the "Western Star", published at Lebanon, Ohio, in 
Warren County. The paper was left at “Lacy's Tavern", where Cuba, Ohio 
is now, and was picked up from there. (The Western Star is still 

being published at Lebanon, Ohio - 1968). 


In the year 1835 the first physician came to Martinsville, a Dr. John E. 
Dalton of New Hampshire. He was also engaged in the mercantile business, 
and he was the first Postmaster of Martinsville. He was succeeded as 
postmaster by David W. Hockett (Elizabeth Hockett married Thomas Moon).

Ney The Moon family residents in and about Bristol, England, were among the early converts 
to the principles of the Society of Friends. John Moone, as the name is spelled in early 
English and American records, was married at a Friends Meeting in Bristol on June 17, 1666 
to Sarah Snead, and on the records of that meeting are recorded the births of four je) 
their children - Joseph - Sarah - John - Elizabeth. 

John Moone came to Philadelphia wi ig wife and children about 1682 and was a member 
of Philadelphia monthly meetings. a Justice of the Peace, and a member of the Provincial 
Assembly. He moved to Bedford Township, Gloucester County, New Jersey, where he died, 
leaving a will dated October 8, 1715, which mentions his home farm on Mantoes Creek, and 
children - Joséph (absent from the Province) John, Elizabeth, Gibson, Thomas, Edward and 
Charles. 

Another John Moone, a member of the Friends meeting at Horslydown, or Southwark, 
England, appeared before the Meeting, September 17, 1684 and requested a certificate te 
Pennsylvania, which was granted and signed by the Meeting. The records of the Philadelphia 
Meeting show that the other John Moone was active in its affairs before this date, making 
it clear that he was a different individual. There is no further record of the Southwark 
John Moone.

(1) James Moone, the American ancestor of this line, came to Pennsylvania from Bristol, 

England about the same time that John Moone, first above j- mentioned, appeared in 
Philadelphia and located near the falls of the Delaware, in Bucks County. He married at 
Bristol, England, about 1663, Joan Burgess, and brought to America several children of 
nearly adult size. When he purchased a tract of land in Falls Township in 1695, his son

I follow this surname regularly, although the line has been 
pretty thoroughly research by my family. Thought this 
article from the TRI-STATE TRADER, Knightstown, IN, 46148, 
May 24, 1969, might be of interest to some folks here. 
Found it among a big box full of my grandmother ’s papers 
on our Moon line. 

(Editor’s Note: The following are excerpts from a paper 
written by Joseph Moon and read at a family reunion in 
1894.The Moon family were among the early pioneers of 
Clinton County, 0., ...) This information was sent to us 
by Mrs. Ruth moon Emery of New Castle, IN. 


On September 1, 1682 a band of about one hundred persons set 
sail from Deal, England on the "Welcome" with William Penn 
bound for his recently acquired province in the new land 
across the ocean, where they could worship in freedom. They 
reached New Castle, on the Delaware River, October 27, 

1682, one-third fewer in number because of the ravages of 
smallpox on shipboard. 


Among those who came to the new land were lames and Joan 
a their six children. The family settled iv 
alsington, in Bucks County, PA. At an early date the 
colony of North Carolina, in order to encourage emigration, 
offered complete religious freedom. This appealed to the 
Quakers and about 1735 large numbers of them went from 
northern Virginia and Pennsylvania. The Moons settled on 
Deep River, in Randolph County. 
Religious freedom was short lived in N.C. Before the 
Revolutionary War the colonial government passed a law 
making. void all marriages performed by Quaker preachers and 
the offspring of such marriages illegitimate. Many other 
civil laws unfavorable to the Quakers were passed which 
caused them to look elsewhere for a place of abode. 


Once again we see the Moon family moving this time to 
Jefferson County, Tenn., near Knoxville, where they lived 
for several years. 

However, it was slave territory and since Quakers were 
opposed to slavery they moved north in 1808 to 1811 and 
formed a colony of 55 persons near Martinsville, in what was 
then Highland County, but now CLinton Go... 04. 


The fifty-five emigrants were well-prepared to setle such a

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country for they could make almost everything that was 
needed. Among their number were wagon makers, gunsmiths, 
chain coopers, carpenters, plasterers, saddle and harness 
makers, shoe makers and brick and stone masons. All were 
experts with the ax. Little can we imagine the almost 
tragic struggle of pioneer life. We cannot speak too highly 
in praise of the brave men and women who sacrificed all joys 
of the societies formed from youth to maturity, who 
courageously bid goodbye to the home of their childhood. 


It would be of interest to you of the younger generation to 
know something of the extreme difficulty of one obtaining 
even a very superficial knowledge of the elements of a 
common education. The standard among the pioneers of a 
finished education was then very different from what it now 
is or requires. (Continued next note)...

..,and had it not been for this supply of food it is 
doubtful how soon this country could have been subdued. 


It was several years before we could raise any wheat. When 
we did the stumps were so thick we had to harvest it with 

a sickle. So you see, we were of necessity compelled to 
live largely on corn bread, not having any cook stoves, but 
little hollow wast. Yet we managed to make a number of 
kinds of bread of the corn, such as pone, Johnny cake, hoe 
cake-~-the celebrated order. the game from the forest and 
the corn supplied the Pioneer with food during these trying 
years. 


Early in life, I rented land and commenced for myself in the 
business of farming and continued farming in renting for 
five years. Money was scarce and hard to get and times 

were exceedingly hard. All kinds of produce was very low 
and all markets were distant. As only a part of my time was 
consumed in farming, I raised myself out to work by the day, 
months, and jobs, I received $8 per month, 31 cents a day 
and 25 cents per cord for cutting 4 foot of wood. In 
fitting up for farming I found I must procure a pair of 
trace chains, so I 14 lbs. of iron at 12 cents per pound, 
$1.75. The blacksmith charged me $1.50 for making them 
provided I would blow strike to split the iron, which I did. 
I paid the blacksmith by cutting him six cords of four foot 
woods glad I (didn’t) pay all in wood it would have cost 

me 14 cords of wood. 


I sold hogs at $1.22 per hundred pounds gross. We did not 
commence to fatten our hogs until after our corn was 
gathered, when they were considered fat enough for market. 
Such would now be called "Peelers". When driving them to 
market there was great danger of losing them as they were 
fleet-footed. So before starting them they would be 
confined in a field and chased by mounted horsemen and run 
until they were thoroughly tired. 

I made it a rule of my life never to run out of work and 
could work for whatever wage I could get rather than be out 
of work, and would wait for the convenience of my employer 
for my pay.

i was married to Miss Eleanor Hunter in 1827 and commenced 
housekeeping. In 1828 I bought my first land--90 acres at 
$3 per acre, the home farm near Cuba, at which I found I had 
accumulated in four years the sum of $2.10. From this to 
1848 I made four additional purchases of adjoining land, 
making a total of 304 acres. These lands were covered by 
original forests. My house was built in the green woods, 

I continued to live on the farm until 1859, a period of 30 
years when my health, also that of my wife broke down and we 
moved to Martinsville, leaving the farm in the hands of 
renters. I have lived in Martinsville for thirty-five 
years. I feel by your indulgence that I have a right’ to 
Claim.I have a superior knowledge of the early history of 
this country and its occupants, by the YiGhE of priority of 
experience, observation and occupancy. I commenced my 
career in this township in 1808, Oct. 25, at the age of 6,

"If one could read and write and was master of arithmetic, 


too, including the single rule of the three R’s, he was 
regarded by the community as an extraordinary person and was 
greatly respected; such persons were made the instructors in 
the schools of that day. The school term was always in the 
dead of winter and never more than three months. The 
parents could not spare their sons and daughters from the 
domestic duties of the field and kitchen at any other time 
of the year or for any longer period. The schools were 
financed by subscription and many times the teacher would 
board around. The price allowed the teacher was $12 a 
scholar, for a class of 25, for a term of 13 weeks, 
consisting of 65 working days, the teacher often taking in 
exchange for his service, labor or produce... 


The first school that I attended was about 1812 and it was 
taught by Jonah Wright. It was the first school ever 
taught in what is now Clark Township. The school occupied 
the Quaker Meeting House, which was made of found logs and 
Was Situated near the Friends business ground in Martins~- 
Ville. The next year the community erected a new school 
house on a plat of ground near the present residence of 
Thomas Moon, and was a very peculiar architecture. the 
house was so constructed that it had six corners up so high 
as the mantle, from there up to the roof it had four 
corners. The entire angle of one end was taken as a fire 
place which was furnished with a stick clay chimney. The 
ceiling was made of split logs, laid close together, daubed 
in in with clay mortar. The floor was made of puncheons 
taken from puncheon and thrown flat. The roof was made of 
four foot boards, laid on and kept in place by weight poles 
and I do not think there was a nail used in the entire 
building....such was the first schoolhouse in Clark 
Township, Clinton County, Ohio. 


It may be of interest to some to know the style and manner 
of dress, of the material it was made, how it was procured. 
The men and boys wore pants made of dressed buckskin and if 
the dressing had been well done, the pants tastefully made, 
it was considered ...to be good enough to satisfy the most 
fastidious. Even upon wedding occasions the men and boys 
wore shirts made of flax linen... 

(lengthy description of clothing of the day) 
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It is scarcely possible for you of a younger generation who 
are blessed with the necessities of life, but have the 
luxuries, to have an idea of the utter destitution, and want 
incident to pioneer life. When father came to this country 
he brought with him apple seeds, and with his family had to 
wait for fruits until the apple trees from the seed could be 
grown and matured to bear fruits, so it was with all his 
neighbors. There was no substitute, no pie plant nor any 
kind of small fruit. The nearest of substitute for fruit 
was a pie made from Sheep Sorrel. 


We could scarcely keep any kind of stock on account of the 
wolves that would destroy the poultry, which shared the same 
fate. The pioneers relied greatly on the rifle in the 

hands of the hunters to supply the table with meat, as there 
Was an abudance of wild turkey, deer, squirrel;

THE MOON FAMILY 


The common ancestor of this family connection now so 
numerous and widely spread through Clinton, Brown and Highland 
Counties was Joseph Moon, a Quaker, distinguished hunter and 
woodsman.

In 1016 Denmark, after fighting some two hundred years to 

invade England, did so under the leadership of Canute, the 
son of the king of Denmark, and as King Canute, took over 

the rule of England. 


After becoming king, Canute became a Christian -- he made 
a good ruler. He made a pilgrimage to Rome in 1026-1027, 


King Canute died at Shaftsbury in 1035 and is buried in the 
Minister at Winchester, England. 

King Canute ruled England some twenty years. When he first 
became king he used the bodyguard he brought with him (the 
Danes called them Housecarles). Later when he needed re- 
placements, he asked for a regiment to be sent from Denmark, 
They were sent -- men tall, erect in stature, of light com- 
plexion, blue eyes and red hair. Their banner bore the 
national colors and the inscription of a half-moon. They 
were known as the "Moon Regiment". After serving their 
king well, he offered them land if they would settle in 
England. Many of them accepted. 


At this time in history, surnames had not come into use, 
outside of England. The "Moon guard" had no family names. 
They took the name from their banner "Moon", and the land 
grants were made in that name. 


Sometime after 1647 some of the loons became Quakers. In 
that year (1647) George Fox, a lay preacher, began to preach 
the doctrine of the "Inner Light". They were against the 
Organized Church of England, so they would not pay tithes 

to the Church. They refused to take oaths, so they were 
persecuted from the beginning. In 1664 a law was passed 
which forbade meetings for worship other than that of the 
Church of England. Thereafter, many of the Quakers left 
England for the Continent of Europe and fox America. 
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In 1682 a colony of 100 Quakers came to America with William 
Penn as their leader. They came over on the ship "Welcome". 
In the colony were two brothers -=- John and Jasper Moon. 
They were the sons of James and Jane Moon. 


John and Jasper Moon received land grants in Bucks County, 
Pennsylvania. John Moon's descendants are still living —~ Ff 
there; they still have the deed to the original grant. 


*Jasper Moon was the first to leave Bucks County, Pa. He 


emigrated to Virginia. He married Susannah ” fee Beite

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At the time the Moon family came to Ohio, Clark township was one 
vast unbroken forest of large trees --- there were oak, hickory, 
maple, ash, walnut, beech, buckeye and many others. With an under- 
growth of spicewood and papaw bushes. The ground was oovered with 
a thick growth of wild pea vines. 


There remained only isolated camps of Indians at the time the Moon 
family came to settle here. 


When the settlers came, first they built a shelter --- sometimes 
a very crude log cabin, sometimes with an open front; later building 
another or adding to the one they first built. 


Their next work was to clear away the heavy timber --- prepare the 
ground for planting. They used wooden moldboard plows, which was 
very difficult among the many roots. Cultivation was done with the 
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"single-shovel” and the hoe. From planting until harvest, the 
farmers had to battle the Squirrels and the blackbirds, They 
raised mostly corn, Only a small amount of wheat. From 1815 to 
1820 wheat would bring 50 cents-a bushel, Powder to kt1l the 
Squirrels cost one dollar a pound. Along with the Squirrels 
there were plenty of deer and wild turkey for meat. 


A part of every farmer's crop was a "Patch of Flax". The women 
Spun and wove the flax into cloth. Both clothing and bedding 
were made in the home. 


In a few years, after the wolves were sufficiently thinned out, 
Sheep were raised. Then woolen garments could be made. Shoes 
made of leather (tanned at home) and mocassins were in common 
use. Very few men had boots in the early days. 


The cooking was done by the housewife and her daughters, before 
the open fireplace. They used iron skillets and Dutch ovens. 
They used pewter plates and some other pieces of pewter, but 
mostly they used brown earthenware. They had tables constructed 
of broad’ slabsee——— Split from a tree trunk and fitted with legs. 


filk was the common beverage. They used Spicewood and sassafras 
tea. Coffee being Scarce, was seldom used. Fortunately for the 
early settlers, the Sugar tree grew abundantly, therefore they 
had maple syrup and maple sugar. They used big iron kettles, 
placed in earthen furnaces, to boil down the syrup. 


Very few families owned a wagon. Meal for bread was ground on a 
hand mill, or two or three bushels of graii were taken in sacks 
on horseback to the nearest grist-mill. 

ey 
Using mostly cornmeal, they managed to maka a number of kinds of 
bread, such as pone, Johnnycaks, hoe-cake and the celebrated corn 
dodger. 


In 1809 the pioneer had to ride horseback to the Scioto Salt Works 
and bring home salt in sacks, But after a few years, a small store 
opened in New Vienna and had salt for sale at eighteen dollars a barrel. 


Around 1816 the first clocks were brought iround. They weré without 
cases and were attached to the wall. The >endulum and weights hung 
below, giving the clocks the nickname of "Wall Sweeps”. These clocks 
cost twenty dollars. Later they made cases, you could buy at $16 each. 
But most of the pioneers used Sundials or «ther ways of telling time. 


When the Moons came to this country they brought with them 2 Ot. OL 
apple seeds, and they had to wait for frui: until the apple trees 
from the seeds could be grown and sufficie: tly matured to bear fruit. 
There was no Substitute, no pie plant, no currants, no gooseberries. 
A substitute for fruit was pie made from sheep sorrel (a plant, weed). 


The immigrants were well prepared to settle such a country, for they 
could make almost everything that was needed. They had craftsmen 
among them representing almost every trade. They had wagonmakers,

ILLIAM N. MOON.—Having been 
identified with the business interests 
of Albia, Monroe county, for a pe- 
riod of nearly thirty years, the sub- 

ject of this review holds prestige as one of the 
pioneer merchants of the town and as one of 
her representative and most honored citizens, 
being manifestly entitled to particular recog- 
nition in this compilation. He is the senior 
member of the well known and popular firm 
of W. N. Moon & Son, who are dealers in dry 
goods, carpets, groceries, and boots and shoes, 
and whose establishment represents one of the 
leading mercantile industries of the place. 

A native of Clinton county, Ohio, Mr. 
Moon was born in the vicinity of the city of 
Wilmington, on the 14th of October, 1833, 
being the son of Jeremiah and Rachel (Nixon) 
Moon, the former of whom was born in Clin- 
ton county, Ohio, where his father, a descend- 
ant of Scotch lineage, was one of the early pio- 
neer settlers. The mother of our subject was 
also a native of the old Buckeye State, her 
father having taken up his residence in Clin- 
ton county in the early pioneer days. 

In the year 1837 Jeremiah Moon removed 
with his family to Hancock county, Indiana, 
where he took up his abode on a farm, de- 
voting his attention to its cultivation until 1845, 
when he emigrated to Iowa, and located on a 
farm near West Point, Lee county, where he 
continued his agricultural pursuits until within 
a short time of his death, which occurred in 
1867. His widow was summoned into the life 
eternal two years later. They were people of 
spotless integrity and they were devoted to 
their home and their children. Their chil- 
dren were eight in number, their names as fol- 
lows: Mary, Ann, Elizabeth, Rachel, Will- 
iami N., Ruth, Barbara and Havilah B., who 
served in the late war, as a member of the 
Twelfth Iowa Volunteer Infantry, and who was 


seriously wounded in the battle of Shiloh, 
dying from the effects of his injuries, in the 
hospital at Keokuk, Iowa, in 1862. 

William N. Moon, the immediate subject 
of this review, was the fifth in order of birth of 
the eight children, and he was still a mere boy 
at the time his parents consummated their re- 
moval to lowa. He passed the greater por- 
tion of his youth in Lee county, this State, and 
his scholastic discipline was practically con- 
fined to that afforded in the pioneer district 
schools of the place and period. He attended 
to his studies in the primitive log school-house, 
and when he had attained sufficient age he as- 
sisted in the work of the farm during the sum- 
mer months and learned his lessons in the lit- 
tle school-house during the intervening winters, 
later being enabled to attend a select school 
maintained at Salem, Henry county. His ex- 
perience is one almost perfectly analogous to 
that of many another youth, who in later years 
won for himself a place in the world and at- 
tained a due measure of success in his chosen 
field of endeavor. This sturdy youthful dis- 
cipline has been the making of many a true 
and useful citizen, and the ‘‘ graduates” of the 
old log school-houses have in many instances 
played important parts in the history of our 
nation. 

Upon attaining his majority Mr. Moon as- 
sumed the responsibilities of connubial life by 
uniting his destinies with those of Miss Lucinda 
Sherod, daughter of Joseph Sherod, who was 
one of the leading pioneer farmers near Eddy- 
ville, Monroe county. After his marriage our 
subject removed to Hardin county, this State, 
where he was engaged in agricultural pursuits 
about nine years. August 2, 1868, he came 
with his family to Albia, where he entered into 
partnership with Isaac Millersack, under the 
firm name of Millersack & Moon, and opened 
a general mercantile establishment and suc- 
cessfully continued the enterprise for a period 
of four years, when the partnership was dis- 
solved and Mr. Moon assumed full control of 
the business. His connection with this line of 
enterprise has been consecutive from the time 
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methods, his gental personality and his scru- 
pulous integrity have gained hima trade which 
ramifies through a wide radius of territory 
tributary to the town, while his acquaintance- 
ship is very extended and his popularity as- 
sured as one of the pioneer merchants of the 
place. In 1892 Mr. Moon admitted his son, 
Joseph S., to partnership in the business, and 
this association has since maintained, the junior 
member of the firm proving an able coadjutor 
to his father and relieving the latter of much 
of the burden which he had borne for so many 
years. Their establishment is most eligibly 
located, is complete in all its accessories and 
equipments, a floor space of 2,280 square feet 
being utilized, while the stock carried in each 
of the several departments is select and com- 
prehensive. The one son is the only child of 
Mr. and Mrs. Moon. 

In his political adherency our subject sup- 
ports the principles and policies of the Repub- 
lican party, and he has been called upon to 
serve in local offices of trust, having been for 
two terms a member of the Common Council 
of the village, and having served for three 
terms as a member of the School Board. He 
has maintained a lively interest in all that has 
conserved the welfare of the village and has 
ever done his quota toward advancing its pros- 
perity. He and his wife are zealous and prom- 
inent members of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, our subject having united with the 
same in 1852. He holds official preferment as 
Steward and Class-leader of his church, and is 
also a member of its Board of Trustees. In 
1895 he was a delegate to the general confer- 
ence of the State, assembled at Ottumwa. 
Mrs. Moon is a woman of gentle refinement 
and gracious presence, and she is greatly loved 
in the community for her sterling attributes of 
character and for her many kindly deeds, 
which are unostentatious in every instance. 
She is an ardent worker in the church and 
renders a willing support to its collateral 
benevolences and charities. The family home

The cost of the first five volumes of The C omplete Peerage was defrayed 
almost entirely by the Hon. Vicary Gibbs, but he ceased paying staff 
expenses in 1919, when H. A. Doubleday took over financial responsibility 
with the help of his friends L. E. G. Abney, R. Bickersteth, W. M. Boulton 
and G. C. Dougherty.

The facts were that Mohun and Capt. Richard Hill, 
being jealous of the actress Mrs. Bracegirdle’s friendliness to Mountfort, lay in wait 
for him, and while the Judas Mohun embraced him, Hill ran him through the body, 
and then made good his escape (see State Trials, vol. xii, col. 949). On 14 Sep. 1697, 
when drinking at the Rummer Tavern in Charing Cross, he quarrelled with Capt. 
William Hill, sometime of the Coldstream Guards, and stabbed him so that he died 
the next day.

HE following history of the Moon family is from the pen of 

UL osenn B. Moon, of Powder Spring, Ga., and is furnished us by 

J. P. Moon, a grain and provision merchant of Newberry, S. C. 

At the time Denmark was controlled by England the King of 

England made a requisition on the King of Denmark for a regiment 
of soldiers to act as bodyguard to the English king. 

The Danish King, feeling himself complimented, issued his 


order that the best men of his kingdom should be selected and that 
every man should be tall, standing erect, blue eyes, fair complexion 


and red hair. 

This order was filled to the letter and the men were of the first 
families of the Danish kingdom and upon the banner which they car- 
ried with them in addition to the national colors and inscriptions 


there was inscribed a full half-moon and from that circumstance it 
was called the Moon Regiment. 
After having done good service for the English King he was so 


well pleased with them that when their term of service expired he 


. 


offered them land in England if they would remain with him, which 


offer quite a number accepted and were settled in a colony and all 
with one accord adopted the name of the hoonred regiment and be- 
came Moons. The land is held by their posterity to this day. The 


land grant was made in that name, Moon. From this time we find 
the Moon colony leading moral, civil and prosperous lives, devoting 
a share of their time to religious culture. When George Fox, Rob- 
ert Barkly and others rebelled spiritually against the priesthood 


and ceremonies of the prevailing church of that day and in the per- 
secutions which followed we fnd a number of the Moons true to 
their religion. When William Penn formed his colony in Pennsyl- 
yania we find he established a colony of Moons in Bucks county and 
from t his colony we trace the Moon family direct to Redstone, west- 
ern Pennsylvania, western New York, and one branch of the family 
to Virginia, North Carolina, Tennessee, Ohio and Georgia.

JAMES MOON AND JOAN BURGESS 


James Moone, the first American ancestor of the subject of this sketch, 
came to Pennsylvania from Bristol, England, at about the same date that John 
Moone, first above mentioned, appears in Philadelphia, and located near the 
falls of the Delaware, in Bucks county. He had married at Bristol, England, 
about 1663, Joan Burgess, and was accompanied to America by several children 
of nearly adult age. When he purchased a tract of land in Falls township, in 
1695, his son, James Moone Jt., was named as one of the grantees, the title to 
vest in him when he arrived at the age of twenty-one years, 

John Moone, of Philadelphia, was a brother of James Moone, of Bucks coun- 
ty. They were both witnesses to the will of Joseph Siddall, of Bucks county, 


. which was probated ‘in Philadelphia, May 5, 1704.

1713. Joan (Burgess) Moone, wife of James Moone, received a legacy from 
her parents or other relatives in England, in 1695, and obtained a certificate 
from the Bucks County Court on December II, 1695, to enable her to receive 
it, the court entry of which is as follows: “A Certificate of Joan, the wife of 
James Moone being alive Signed in Court shce being then there present.”

OR the benefit of the readers I will give a short history of the 
2 Moons of Ohio from G. R. Moon of that State: G. R. Moon, 
son of Columbus Moon, was born in Ohio in 1877. His fath- 
er’s name was Columbus; his father, George; his father, Samuel;

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HISTORY OF THE MOONS. There are, perhaps, few families: in Clinton 
County. that rank 8d prominent as the Moons, judging not only from the sole stand. 
point of their being an extensive family, but regarding them‘in all their characteristics 
—their abounding enterprise, energetic industry, loyalty and uprightness as citizons 
generosity and kindness as neighbors, and their eminent social qualities as a people. 
The ancestral history of this family is quite elaborate—extending back the avenues of 
several centuries to Denmark, the kingdom of which their earliest progenitors were 


natives. They were of the Teutonic or German family, which is now the prevailioy 


race of HWurope, and yet scarcely 4,000 years old. It embraces the people of Sweden.

The following 
autumn, Samuel and John ‘Moon, and John Routh (their brother-in-law) and their 
wives and children, migrated to Ohio, and settled in the same neighborhood as their 
relatives. The spring of 1809, Joseph Moon, the father of the foregoing parties, 
with his family, and William and Jesse Moon, with their families, came to the county, 
and located in the Moon community. In the year of 1811 James Garner, husband of 
Mary Moon, with four sons and five daughters, came in and joined the “ Moon colo- 
nists” in their new Ohio home. ‘his Moon colony consisted of fifty-four persons— 
thirty-four males and twenty females. They were about the first settlers of what is now 
Clark Township—in fact, the very founders of that secton or division of Clinton 
County. In this colony there were tradesmen of various kinds.. They were not pro- 
fessional mechanics, but rather, possessing a brain of ingeniousness, were able to execute 
succeasfully, the business of a carpenter, cooper, harness-maker, saddler, hatter, cabinet- 
maker, chairmaker, shoemaker, gunsmith, locksmith, blacksmith, brick and stonemason, 
ae and master mechanic.

The names and dates of some of these children are from the 
parish records of Portesham, county Dorset. Maximilian is 
buried at Fleet church in Dorset along with his wife Ann. There 
is a brass plate at the church commemorating them, above it are 
the arms of Mohun quartering Hyde and Churchill, and below 
their names and origin. Inquisitions taken on Robert Moon 
in 1598 and on Maximilian Moon in 1606 and 1613 establish 
these Moons and their pedigree. John Moon B. 1605 May 19. son 
of Maximilian and Ann is believed to be the father of Robert 
Moon B. about 1623-25, known as Robert Moon of Boston, the 


American head of the family of Rhode Island Moons and their 


decendents. 


Information concerning property and children are recorded at 
the Public Records Office, London - and more detailed infor- 
mation may be found in a history of the Mohuns of Dunster - 
Lords of Dunster written by Sir Henry Churchill Maxwell-Lyte 
heir general of Mohun of Fleet - distinguished scholar, and 
head of the Public Record Office, London, late 1890's and 
early 1900's and also a study made by G. Andrews Moriarty, 


genealogist, and contributed to the New England Historical 


and Genealogical Register in 1927-28. Mr. Moriarty was also 
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a decendent of the Moons of Dorset and Fleet. While the study 
does not offer proa@f absolute, it is the best ever written with 
the knowledge and records of the present time. 
It is known that the Mohuns (Mone, Moone, Moons) did well as 
they adovted their new country England under the Norman rule 
and subsequently under Henry VIII 1509-1547, Elizabeth I 1558- 
1603, James 1603-1625, but less than well under Charles I 1625- 
1649. Other early Mohuns were supportors of the Navini family 
known as the "King Makers", they migrated to Scotland.

The name Moon also appears in English ships records of sea 
captains named Moon who sailed on Admiral Drakes ship Golden 
Hind in 1590 to S. America, on the ship Swallow, owner Sir 
Seorge Somers, left Plymouth, England June 2, 1609 - landed 
Plymouth, Massachusetts August 23, 1609 bringing settlers to 


America. (Taken form "English Origins of New England Families") 
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CHAPTER II 
THE MOONE FAMILY OF WOODPLUMPTON 


THE village of Woodplumpton, is somewhat detached 
from the early Quaker centres already mentioned : it 
lies two miles directly west of Broughton, a village on 
the highway between Preston and the north. 

Woodplumpton is a long, straggling hamlet, largely 
made up of picturesque whitewashed cottages formerly 
thatched, but now for the greater part roofed with the 
less attractive corrugated material; its old church is 
of the Queen Anne type of architecture. 

Here, it was, in Woodplumpton, that the Moone family 
lived. 

Edward and Isabel Moone were married in 1618, their 
union being recorded in the Woodplumpton Church Regis- 
ters. It is interesting to reflect that this worthy couple 
must have lived in the days of Queen Elizabeth, and that 
the defeat of the Spanish Armada had taken place not 
more than a decade before their births. 

Edward and Isabel Moone with their family joined the 
Society about the year 1653: Edward died in 1662, 
and his widow in 1671, the latter at Cabus, near Garstang ; 
in the year of her decease, Isabel made her will, dividing 
her property between her sons John the eldest, Edward 
and Thomas; and her daughters, Alice and Elline, 
all of whom at that date were married with children, 
except Elline. 

John, Edward and Thomas all became ardent in the 
Quaker cause, and all three of them suffered imprison- 
ment mostly in Lancaster Castle.

John Moone, born circa 1620, was a cordwainer by 
trade, but in later life he is described as a husbandman. 
His death took place at Carr House, near Garstang and his 
burial ‘‘in the ffield neare unto Eccleston” on the 
27 xi 1689. 

John Moone lived a varied and strenuous life in his 
zeal for the spread of Truth as he saw it. 

So early as 1654, one may read in Besse’s Sufferings 
(already alluded to) that 


“ John Moone and his brother Edward, along with 
twenty-five others were at severall times committed 
to Prison, for esteeming it their Christian Duty to 
exhort both Priests and People to Repentance and 
Amendment of Life, they discharging this duty 
through many afflictions.” 


In 1660 and in 1662, John Moone was again a sufferer 


~ for conscience ; in the latter year, along with his brother 


Thomas and with John Townson—his future brother-in- 
law—William Brewer and John White, all of them Fylde 
Friends, he was heavily fined for the non-payment of 
Tithes, which was one of the most frequent causes of 
imprisonment and distraint. 
4 On another occasion, in 1676, he was imprisoned 
a whole Winter in Lancaster Castle,’ and Joseph 
Besse, quoting John Moone’s own account of his imprison- 
ment writes: 
“The Lord was with me in the Prison, and made 
me more to rejoice than those that have Abundance 
of Riches, of Corne and Wine and Oil.” 


As a Quaker propagandist, John Moone travelled 
extensively in various parts of England and Wales ; on 
one occasion journeying through Norfolk with George Fox. 

In the pages of the First Publishers of Truth—a 
collection of particulars relating to the early Quakers— 
Published in 1907 by the Friends Historical Society,

there is a record of a debate on doctrinal matters, which 
John Moone had in 1656 with John Tombes' the Vicar 
of Leominster ; a few days before this debate Alexander 
Parker of the Chipping district, previously alluded to 
had been put in prison for something he had said in an 
address to the Leominster people, and it is likely that 
John Moone’s visit to the town may have been to help 
Parker in his controversy with the Leominster vicar, 
who appears to have had much debate with Friends, 
including George Fox himself a year later on the subject 


of the “Inner Light.”’ A lively account of the latter 


discussion is to be found in the Cambridge edition of 
George Fox’s Journal, edited by Dr. Penney, a descrip- 
tion, which some may judge is enhanced by being repro- 
duced verbatim et literatim from the original manuscript. 

John Moone was one among various Friends who with 
William Penn and members of the Swarthmoor family, 
testified their approbation in a signed document of the 
marriage of George Fox with Margaret Fell in 1669. 

In addition to his labours as a preacher of Quaker 
truths, John Moone made some considerable use of his 
pen: Joseph Smith in his voluminous Catalogue of 
Fnends’ Books, makes mention of five items written 
by this militant Quaker: two of these are classified 
as “ broadsides,” and the other three as pamphlets. 

The first of the pamphlets was published in 1657; 
it bore the following lengthy title :— 


“A true answer of what the Baptist Teachers 

objected against y° Servant of y* Lord, who in scorn 

is called a Quaker, and known to y*® world by y° 

name of John Moone in severall Places in Wales.”’ 

t John Tombes (1603-1676) was born at Bewdley. After a distin- 

guished university career he was presented with the living of Leo- 

minster. He suffered much on account of his religious views, eae 
ally with regard to Infant Baptism, of which he disapproved . 


His works were very controversial and several were replied ‘to by 
“Friends.” First Publishers of Truth, pp. 119-121.

John Moone married (possibly as his second wife) in 1665, 
Margaret the widow of Thomas Harrison of Carr House, 
near Garstang ; she was the daughter of John Townson 
of Chapel House, Wyresdale, and a sister of the heroic 
Jennet Cragg, who in 1687 rode on horseback from her 
then home in Quernmore, near Lancaster to London, 
returning on the same “ galloway ”’ with her two infant 
grandchildren, John* and Joseph Kelsall, who had 
suddenly been bereft of both their parents: the former 
of the two orphans became a schoolmaster in Wales and 
in the interesting Journal he wrote, he gives a pen picture 
of his sturdy grandmother, paying a high tribute to her 
moral and practical qualifications. ‘“‘She was one’’ he 
says “‘ who loved Truth, and truly esteemed the faithful 
friends thereof.” 

This heroic exploit was commemorated by Charles 
Holmes of Calder Bridge (1784-1858) who versified that 
which had been a family tradition, in the MSS. album of 
a descendant, from which the following lines are extracted: 


“I think thy Grandmother said, her Great-Grand- 
mother Cragg 
Rode to London, betwixt panniers, upon a stout nag. 
* * x * 


In ardour, she equalled the Maid of Orleans 
Though hers was displayed in far different scenes. 
* * * * 


’Twas a wonderful feat! for a woman to ride, 
Betwixt mane and tail with a child on each side ! 
rs Pa * * 


Though drear the journey, and rough then the track, 
These two little boys were in baskets brought back ; 
And were the first of the Kelsalls bearing the name 
That tradition informs us to Wyresdale came.”

About 1877, Maria Wright, seeing these lines, which 
have been much abbreviated, wove the record into a 
pleasant little story, which she called Jennet Cragg, 
the Quakeress. 

The edition appears to have been a limited one, and the 
little red-backed book has long been out of print. 

Along with John Townson, Junr., of Rawcliffe, John 
Moone was an executor under his father-in-law’s Will in 
1671. 

It is interesting to think that Carr House, the later 
residence of John Moone, was quite probably the place 
where George Fox—in his Journal—mentions the 
holding of a General Meeting on his way in 1657 from 
Cheshire to the north— 


“and soe’ he says, ‘‘ from thence, wee past through 
y* country, and had many pretious meetings in 
severall places, and came to Preston, and many 
came gazing about us: and I had a generall meet- 
ing betwixt that and Lancaster.” 


Carr House—or the orchard adjacent to it, would 
certainly have been a good meeting place, convenient 
alike for Friends from the Fylde and Chipping, as well 
as for those who hailed from Lancaster, Wyresdale 
and Claughton. 

The old house, which still stands, though greatly changed 
by various alterations and additions, is situate on the 
east side of the highway between Garstang and Lancaster, 
rather over a mile distant from the former. 

Before leaving the Moone family—descendants of 
which are present-day members of the Society in America— 
—it might be mentioned that two nephews, John and 
Paul, sons of Thomas Moone, moved to Bristol and 
became comparatively well-to-do; the first named was 
a linen draper in business, while Paul was by trade a 
currier.

Both these brothers, like their uncle John and other 
members of the family, suffered sundry imprisonments : 
Paul Moone signed as a witness the marriage certificate 
of William Penn on his second wedding in 1696 to 
Hannah Callowhill of Bristol, just as Alexander Parker 
was one of the signatories to William Penn’s first marriage 
twenty-five years earlier to Gulielma Springett. 

John Moone the nephew sailed for America, where he 
died in 1683." 

Probably few Quaker households suffered more severely 
in the days of persecution than did the Moone family 
of the village of Woodplumpton, five members of which 
suffered imprisonment, most of the five being immured 
on more than one occasion. 


* The statement by Joseph Smith in his catalogue that John 
Moone the elder died in Pennsylvania, would seem to be an error, 
resultant no doubt from confusing nephew with uncle. 

It would also seem from John Whiting’s reproving letter to J.M. 
{see his Memoirs, Persecution Exposed) that at one time the elder 
Moone had intentions of emigrating, but if such was the case something 
happened which caused him to change his plans.

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PREFACE 


The English countryside has seen the genesis of many 
family groups, who, through the centuries, have con- 
tributed in varying degrees both to local and national 
movements which form the very core of the history of 
the British people and their overseas descendants. In 
north western Lancashire and south Westmorland the 
relatively scarce family of Moon (Mohun) besides 
typifying the craftsmanship and husbandry of the land 
of their origin, took an active part in the pioneer work 
of the dissenting religious organizations, which early 
resulted in mass emigration to New England and 
beyond. Both as Quakers to William Penn’s settlement 
in the seventeenth century and as Latter Day Saints in 
the early nineteenth century, they blazed the trail of 
the English to remote areas of America. Religious 
zeal combined with vigorous work on the primitive 
lands soon established their family groups with increas- 
ing happiness and prosperity. 


In their homeland on their frugal farms, and linked 
with craftsmanship as woodworkers, curriers, skinners, 
and as merchants the Moons afford a most interesting 
study of rural life in Lancashire, which escapes the 
conventional drum and trumpet histories of the County 
and its environment. No further apologia is required to 
introduce this monograph on a northern English family 
who have steadily diminished in their home country 
but are represented by a large number of American 
families, comprising an important element in the Con- 
stitution of the United States.

Henry Moon of Newsham, who lived in the mid- 
sixteenth century was the progenitor of this branch 
of the Moon or Mohun family. He held land in the 
manor of Woodplumpton both as a landowner and as 
tenant of George Newsham of Newsham. It has been 
thought that he was the son of one of the Moons of 
Heversham in Westmorland, the nearest and in fact 
the only northern nucleus of the family at this period. 


In the fifteenth century the will of Roger Mone, 
citizen and tailor of London 17 Feb. 1499. and proved 
98 Mar. 1500/1 shows that he was born in the parish 
of Heversham at which church his father and mother 
were buried. He left amongst many bequests to 
religious houses in London eight marks yearly for a 
priest to sing mass in Heversham church for the souls 
of his parents and those of himself and his wife. He 
desired that his cousin Sir William Hudson, priest, 
should be preferred. 


Roger Mone had brothers Geofferey, Walter, James, 
a sister Margaret, nephew Roger Mone, and sons Robert 
and Gweyn Mone. He died possessed of considerable 
real estate in Woodford, Essex, and of tenements in the 
citv of London, parish of St. Stephen, Colman Street, 
and also in Watling street in the parish of All Hallows, 
and in Bread street. He was buried in the little church 
yard of St. Paul's called ‘Pardon Churchyard’, near the 
tomb of Joan his late wife. Roger Mone’s many bequests 
included, as residuary legatee, the university of Oxford 
to which scholarships in divinity were granted; the 
scholar was to. preach twice a year at St, Paul’s Cross 
or in. the testator’s parish church. of St.- Stephen, 
Colman street. 


(C. & W. Trans. Vol. XXV: N.S. p.p. 72-74). 
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During the sixteenth century Edmund, Richard, 
William and James Moon appear in Heversham. The 
last named died in 1597 and desired in his will to be 
buried in his parish churchyard of Heversham. He 
had married Isabel, daughter of Roland Pennington, to 
whom he bequeathed the farmhold he had bought at 
Meldan Moor. This is now called Milton Moor, near 
Crooklands, east of Heversham church. The widow and 
father-in-law were to retain possession until James 
Moon, his son, came of age. (Lancs. Rec. Off. Wills: 
in the printed list Heversham is misspelt Herisome). 


Again in the case of Boushells v. Wilson of this 
period (1547) Guy Kitchen deposed that he knew the 
parsonage of Heversham, being 70 years of age, and 
that ‘William and Christopher Wylson, Christopher 
Croft and Edward Moone’ owed certain bond services; 
plough days, harrow days and reaping days, but 
‘whether in the right of the said parsonage or of the 
gentleness and benevolence of the defendants the de- 
ponent knoweth not’. In the same case Edward Moone 
is called Edmund. 


In the small hamlet of Whasset near the Bela river 
south east of Milnthorpe lived Martin Moon, whose 
son William had a son Martin. The latter’s daughter 
Anne. born 1693, married George Taylor, and their 
daughter Elizabeth married William Moon of 
Lancashire, which suggests a family linkage between 
the south Westmorland grouv and those of north 
Lancashire. Lastly of the Moons of this time in 
Westmorland we have Edward of Stricklandgate, 
Kendal. 


The earlier records of Cumberland and Westmorland 
reveal no evidence of this family and in the first 
resisters of western Furness the Moons are definitely 
absent. The name however avnears in Lower Holker 
in the sixteenth century, probablv a link with those 
of Heversham across the sands of Kent. We find that

Robert Curwen of Mireside hall, Lower Holker, married 
a daughter of Thomas Pickering of Cark hall 1603. 
Curwen, who died in 1650, had a nephew Moon or 
Mohun as the name was frequently spelt in this region, 
or yet again in the forms Monne, Moune, and more 
often Moone. 


It is probable that the family was long settled in 
south Westmorland and north Lancashire and the clue 
to their origin is provided by the chartulary of 
Lancaster priory. A quit claim from Garner (he became 
prior) son of William of Lancaster about 1300, men- 
tions all his rights in the capital messuage held by his 
father, which Master John Mone held of me at farm 
before making this writing.’ (Chet. Soc. Lanc. Church, 
pt. 11, N.S. Vol. 31, p. 327). 


Master John Mone’s wife, Ingebreda, claimed dower 
against William of Caton in 1802. The latter was son 
of John of Caton who was born 1248 and died 1297, 
he being the son of Matthew Gernet, to whom King 
John granted Littledale in 1199, who was the son of 
the master forester of Lancashire Adam Gernet. 

In the forest eyre of 1285 we find that ‘William Le 
Moun de Caton’ and his son William were amongst 
those who mainperned ‘William of Hesham’ (Heysham) 
for offences of the forest. 

The family called de Caton was a branch of the 
Gernet family and another division of the same held 
the manor of Heysham and took the local name. 
William of Heysham was the brother of Roger of 
Heysham who sold the manor to Sir Randle or Ranulph 
de Dacre of Gilsland. This suggests that a group of 
the Gernet family of Caton of which master John Mone 
was a member, was known as ‘le Moun’. 


Again at this assize of the forest Robert of Aldeclyve, 
who appears as the representative of the principal local 

1 The witnesses were John of Oxcliffe, John Le Gentyl, William 
of Oxcliffe, William son of Julian, Laurence son of Thomas, William 
son of Laurence, Laurence the despencer, and Robert Oliver. 
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family of Aldcliffe near Lancaster, was convicted of 
forest offences and mainperned by ‘Laurence le Moun, 
Robert le Moun, and Richard le Moun’. F urther, John 
Le Carvour was mainperned by ‘William Le Moun’: 
all these men were of Lonsdale apparently living near 
Lancaster. It seems reasonable to suppose that from 
this group of Moons originate the families of that name 
in south Westmorland around Heversham as well as 
in Amounderness. The linkage of the name Le Mohun 
or Le Moune with that of the Gernets of Caton and 
Heysham may point to the primary origin of the master 
foresters of fee in the early days of ‘Lancastre’. 


Master John Mone was probably the same man who 
was granted the manor of Parbold, to hold as feoffee, by 
Lucy, wife of John of Warburton circa 1290/1300, 
(Kuerden’s M.S. folio, p. 148, Chet. Lib.) Lucy was 
the daughter of Richard de Lathom of Parbold who 
also married Thomas Lestrange of Knokyn. 


It is noteworthy that during the fourteenth century 
there were two other chaplains, Richard and Ralph 
Moun, who appear as feoffees of Liverpool burgesses 
in the latter half of this period, otherwise the name of 
Moon and its variants is very seldom met with in the 
county records. (Moore MSS Lanc. Record Soc. Vol. 
67): an Alice Moun is also named as the heir of Richard 
Moun. 


After the death of Thurstan Tyldesley of Myerscough 
in 1553 the executor’s accounts mention money owing 
to ‘Katheren Moone as apereth by the dette booke of 
the saide Thurstan, £6 13s. 4d.’ (Chet. Soc. Vol. XXIII, 
Wills and Inventories, pt. 1, p. 3). No location is given 
for Katherine Moon but the context suggests she might 
well have lived in Amounderness, and may indicate 
that the Moons were established in this part of 
Lancashire by the early sixteenth century. The amount 
of the debt suggests she was a person of some sub- 
stance and the date may indicate the generation before 
that of Henry Moon of Hollowforth. 
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Henry Moon 


Henry Moon, the first recorded of Newsham, lived 
at Hollowforth and probably as tenant of Moon’s farm 
near the watermill on the Barton brook, just within 
the boundary of Newsham. He first occurs about the 
mid-sixteenth century and is named in the survey of 
the waste lands in the four quarters of Woodplumpton 
made in 1572. At this period an agreement was 
effected between John Warren of Poynton and the 
charterers holding land in his manor of Woodplumpton 
(Towneley M.S. 00. Farrer Papers, Manchester Ref. 
Lib.) All the common land known as the ‘moors’ of 
Plumpton, Bartle, Catforth and Eaves was divided be- 
tween the lord and the various charterers. Amongst 
the latter was Henry Moon who received an allocation 
of a parcel of land on Eaves moor, adjoining the home 
of his tenant James Hathernthwaite, being la. Or. 38p. 
customary measure: ‘appointed to the use of the said 
Henry Moone’. Again on this moor a parcel of land 
containing 5a. 2r. 27p, was assigned to ‘Richard Kitchen 
and Henry Moon’ adjoining to the highway by the 
moss for Mr. Newsham. Both Richard Kitchen and 
Henry Moon were tenants of George Newsham on 
Woodplumpton moor, which lay at the east or the 
Whittle hill end of the village of Woodplumpton 
beyond Ambrose hall. Henry Moon as tenant of 
Newsham received 2a. Or. 37p. This land lay next to 
the Summer Heys (which belonged to Butler of Raw- 
cliffe hall) on the other side of the highway from 
Ambrose’s land; apparently near the White Cross, then 
called the Russell Cross. In this vicinity were the 
houses of Thomas Charnley, Edward Stanley, the old 
Smithy, Thomas Worsick’s and James Charnley’s. 
Bartle Crown, the lands later tenanted by one of the 
Moon family groups and known as the Whinneyfield, 
was allocated to John Warren, the manorial lord, from 
whom the Moon’s had the leasehold for generations: 
this was part of Bartle moor. 
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The lord held 35a. Or. 24p. in Plumpton moor and 
the charterers 35a. Or. 9p.; on Bartle moor the lord had 
47a. lr. 8p. and the charterers 36a. 2r. 22p.; on Catforth 
moor the lord held 118a. Or. 10p., and the charterers 
69a. 3r. 18p., whilst on Eaves moore the lord had 
Ya. 8r. 10p. and the charterers 26a. 2r. 38p. 


The latter held in all 168a. Or. 6p. of the commons 
after the division, which was carried out by 
Richard Longworth of Aynbridge, James Taylor, alias 
Kerner, of Woodplumpton, James Cottam of Tarnekarr, 
and Anthony Billington of Woodplumpton on the lord’s 
behalf: those for the charterers were Raufe Kilshawe, 
William Ambrose, Richard Bell and Henry Porter of 
Woodplumpton. At the end of the document is a list 
of the acreage of ‘inland’ held by the charterers, Henry 
Moon’s name does not appear but his tenant, James 
Hathernthwaite, is entered for 6a. Or. 32p., for Moon’s 
land: there were 41 tenants. The largest acreage was 
held by Richard Bell and Robert Barton (69a.), Raufe 
Kilshawe (43a.) and Robert Gregson of Moor hall in 
Bartle (42a. 2r. 10p.) 


Henry Moon’s house was probably on the site of 
Moon’s farm, Hollowforth, where the seventeenth cen- 
tury house is still standing. An attractive white-washed 
building with a number of small labelled windows now 
walled up, and formerly thatched but this is covered 
with galvanised iron. The principal room has a wide 
chimney and ingle nooks, cupboards built in the walls, 
one with a carved oak door, and a staircase off a 
passage leading to the upper floor which is open to 
the rafters: an interesting survival of the domestic 
architecture of a yeoman’s house of Stuart days. 


The land of Hollowforth with its mill near Moon’s 
farm, was rated at two oxgangs in 1292 when purchased 
by Robert of Holland from Adam of Newsham. (Final 
Concords, 1, p. 175). Ina pleading of this same year 
we learn that there were 80a. two messuages and the 
mill. The propertv descended to Molyneux of Sefton,

and was sold in 1558 by Sir Richard Molyneux to 
George Newsham. It still consisted of the mill and three 
messuages (one being the miller’s): the tenants were 
Moon, Kitchen and Hollinghurst. 


Robert Moon of Hollowforth 


Robert son of Henry Moon of Hollowforth in 
Newsham, yeoman, died in 1615 in possession of a 
freehold estate in Catforth and Bartle quarters of 
Woodplumpton in the parish of St. Michael’s-on-Wyre: 
some of these lands at Swillbrook on the borders of 
Bartle and Catforth were described in 1705 as ‘an 
ancient estate. In nearby Crown Lane, Bartle, the 
Moon's held for many generations the Whinneyfield 
house estate from the Warrens of Poynton in Cheshire, 
the superior lords of the manor of Woodplumpton.? 
Robert Moom’s wife Alice had the lease of certain 
closes in the manor from Sir Robert Banastre of 
Passenham, Northamptonshire. The latter was knighted 
in 1605 and died seised of Lancashire property in 
1649; his clerk and bailiff, John Turner, was buried at 
Woodplumpton 12 Jan. 1632. 


Robert Moon of Hollowforth was buried in the 
chapel of Woodplumpton 8 Jan. 1615/1616. His will 
dated 27 Dec. 1615 survives in one of the Towneley 
abstracts (B.M. Add. MSS. 32115, p. 339 d.) 


All his lands in Catforth were entailed on his eldest 
son Henry and on the latter’s heirs in tail male, and 
failing issue to all his other sons in order of seniority, 
namely John, Anthony, Richard, William, John (junior), 
Edward and Thomas. Of this family Henry was des- 
cribed as of Hollowforth in Newsham, John was also of 
Hollowforth, Anthony held land in Swillbrook, within 
Bartle quarter of Woodplumpton, described as “an

Cals. S. P. Dom. 1637, p. 545. But in the late seventeenth century 


the Warrens regained possession. 
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ancient estate” in 1705, Richard was a surgeon in 
Woodplumpton and held land of Sir Robert Banastre 
which had been his mother’s in this township. William 
Moon left the district and was probably the Quaker 
of that name who emigrated to Co. Cavan, Ireland, 
and later settled in Leix Co. in and abount Mount- 
mellick in 1656/1659. (History of the Rise and Progress 
of the people called Quakers in Ireland from 1653-1700. 
by Thomas Wright of Cork, revised by John Rutty 
1751, c. 1, pp. 99-107). His Quaker nephews were im-. 
prisoned in Lancaster castle about this period. John 
Moon, junior, a second John of the same parents, con- 
temporary with the senior brother of that name, as 
proved by the brother’s will and that of his mother, 
held the lease of Whinneyfield house in Woodplumpton, 
situated in the Plumpton quarter of that township, 
where his descendants continued in possession until the 
close of the eighteenth century. He also inherited the 
Banastre enclosures both from his mother and _ his 
brother Richard. Edward Moon, the seventh son was a 
small farmer in Eaves and father of the celebrated 
John Moon the Quaker. Thomas the eighth and 
youngest son of Robert and Alice Moon emigrated to 
America, to Scarborough Co., Virginia, about 1640/ 
1645. 

The father, Robert Moon, gave a third of his goods 
to Alice his wife and a third amongst his eight sons 
and three daughters, namely: Elizabeth, who married 
Edward Brown at Woodplumpton 21 Sept. 1616, Ellen 
married to Oliver Charnley of Hill house, Eaves, at 
Woodplumpton 11 Sept. 1624, and Isabel who married 
Cuthbert Cardwell of Houghton house, Higher Bartle. 
To his unmarried sister, Isabel Moon, he left £20, to 
Ann the daughter of his eldest son Henry, and to 
Elizabeth, daughter of his son Anthony, each 6s. 5d. 
(Robert Moon’s last child Ann was baptised at 
Woodplumpton 27 April 1608 and died 23 July of the 
same year). The residue, after payment of debts, 
legacies and funeral expenses, he gave equally to all 
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his children. The executors were his wife Alice and his 
son Richard Moon, surgeon. 


The widow was buried at Woodplumpton 2 Sept. 
1625; “Alice Moone, wife of Robt. Moon; widow, of 
Hollowforth”. Her will is dated 2 May 1625. (B.M. 
Towneley abstracts, Add. MSS. 32115, No. 2, p. 337). 
She gave all her parcels of land and closes held of Sir 
Robert Banastre, kt., to her surgeon son, Richard, of 
Woodplumpton, and to her son John Moon, junior. 
Also the following legacies to her children and sons- 
in-law: John Moon, senior 6s. 8d.; Anthony Moon 40s.; 
Richard Moon £18 6s. 8d.; William Moon £20; John 
Moon, junior, £20; Edward Moon £2 13s. 4d.; Thomas 
Moon £13 6s, 8d.; Edward Browne (husband of her 
daughter Elizabeth, 6s. 8d.; Cuthbert Cardwell (hus- 
band of her daughter Isabel) 6s. 8d.; Oliver Charnley 
(husband of her daughter Ellen), 6s. 8d. To her daughter 
Isabel a feather bed and boulster; to her daughters 
Elizabeth, Isabel and Ellen, her best apparel; to Grace 
Dilworth, her niece, her best overbody and sleeves; to 
Alice Moon, daughter of her son Anthony Moon, £3; 
The residue she gave equally to her sons Richard of 
Woodplumpton, surgeon, John junior, and Thomas 
Moon. The inventory amounted to £168 lls. 10d. An 
Isabel Moon married William Chambers 18 June 1618, 
she was probably the unmarried sister of Robert Moon 
mentioned in his will. Grace Dilworth, the niece was 
the daughter of John Dilworth baptd. 22 Sept. 1615, 
and died a spinster 17 Mar. 1634/35. 


From this family of eight sons two clear descents 
can be traced to the present day:—firstly the lineage of 
Henry, the eldest son, progenitor of the Moons of 
Catforth, Kirkham, Eccleston near Croston, and their 
Mormon descendants. Secondly, the line from John 
Moon, junior, of Whinneyfield house and of Catterall, 
Kingston, Jamaica, and the Moons of Liverpool, mer- 


chants and baronets of Copsewood Grange, 


Warwickshire. 
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The descent from John Moon senior, the second son, 
of Hollowforth, failed in the male issue at the end of 
the seventeenth century and is outlined in appendix I. 


The cordwainers, namely those descended from 
Anthony Moon, the third son of the Swillbrook estate, 
and from Edward, the seventh son, are given in appen- 
dix II. Before discussing the two clear descents the 
other sons may be considered. _ 


Richard Moon, the fourth son, was a surgeon in 
Woodplumpton. Unfortunately there is no clue to his 
professional status or training, it was probably in 
Dublin, which had many Lancashire associations at 
this time. He was fourth in the entail of his father’s 
Catforth estate and inherited some of the Banastre 
closes under his mother’s will. Richard was buried at 
Woodplumpon chapel 3 Feb. 1630/31, and his will 
is dated 30 Jan. 1630/31. (Add. MSS. 32115, No. 30, 
p. 343d). He is described as surgeon, and left the 
following bequests. To William son of Richard Bell, 
20s.; (William Bell was baptised at Woodplumpton 
9 Aug. 1614). To the six daughters of Richard Bell, each 
13s. 4d.; it is possible that the testator had married a 
Bell who had died, and these were Richard Moons 
relations-in-law. To his illegitimate daughter Ann, by 
Ellen Butler, baptised 26 Sept. 1616, he gave £60, and 
to her mother £5. This Ann married Thomas Worsick 
of Black Poole, Eaves, at Woodplumpton 5 June, 1635; 
a daughter of the same family of Worsicks also married 
the Moon heir of Whinneyfield, at the end of the 
seventeenth century. 


He left to his brothers, Edward Moon 5s. and Thomas 
Moon 40s.; to his nephews, Richard son of John Moon 
of Newsham, 6s. 8d.; Richard, son of Edward Moon 
6s. 8d., and to Robert son of William Moon 8s. 4d. The 
residue he gave to his two brothers, namely, John Moon 
of Newsham and John Moon of Woodplumpton 
(Whinneyfield) equally, and appointed them executors:

the inventory of personal goods amounted to 
£131 4s. 6d. 


William, the fifth son of Robert and Alice Moon, 
was in remainder to the Catforth estate, and received 
£20 legacy from his mother. In 1630 at the time of his 
brother Richard’s death William had a son Robert, who 
was left 3s. 4d. by his uncle Richard, the surgeon. The 
name William Moon does not appear in the earliest 
register of Woodplumpton, 1604-1659, nor in that of 
Kirkham for the same period, whilst the first surviving 
register of St. Michaels-on-Wyre 1659-1707 does not 
record this William Moon: the next to appear of this 
name being the marriage of William Moon of 
Woodplumpton in Jan. 1690/91, two generations later. 
It is probable that William, son of Robert, was the 
Quaker who emigrated to Ireland circa 1654 and settled 
at Mount Mellick, Leix, mentioned previously: his 
nephews, John, Edward and Thomas were all Quakers 
and imprisoned in Lancaster castle for their religious 
convictions, which were ever an outstanding trait in 
the Moon family who always inclined to the dissenting 
side of Protestantism. 


The Society of Friends and 
Edward Moon’s Family 


George Fox, son of a Leicestershire weaver and 
apprenticed to a shoemaker, visited the North West in 
his missionary journey in 1652. The campaign started 
with the meeting on Firbank Fell near Sedbergh. In 
September 1652 he was at Lancaster where many 
‘Seekers from Amounderness joined his movement 
despite violent opposition. Alexander Parker of Lees 
in Bowland became Fox’s constant companion, and 
from the Lancaster region Thomas Briggs of Bolton- 
le-Sands, Richard Hubberthorne of Yealand Conyers, 
and John Lawson of Lancaster, visited the Fvlde as 
first Publishers of Truth’. Edward Moon and his wife 
Isabel with their sons John, Thomas and Edward,

joined the Quaker cause in 1653 and became ardent 
propagandists, all suffering for their faith. 


Edward and Isabel were married at Woodplumpton 
11 April 1618, and had issue: John 1620, Ellen 1621, 
Richard, Thomas 18 Aug. 1631, Alice 14 Feb. 1633/34 
and Edward 3 Mar. 1636/7. Also Robert who died 26 
April 1636. Edward Moon, the father, was left 53s. 4d. 
by his mother’s will and he took his share of his father's 
residuary estate, he was seventh in entail of the Catforth 
lands; his brother left 6s. 8d. to Edward's son Richard. 

Edward Moon, senior, died in 1662 and the adminis- 
tration was granted to his sons, John, styled ‘Corriarius 
that is to say a currier, of Eaves in Woodplumpton, 
and Edward of Garstang, shoemaker, both signed 
the bond which was witnessed by Thomas Swartbrecke 
and Thomas Jepson. The inventory was made 2 April 
1663 by Thomas Threlfall and Thomas Worseck, 

amounting to £234 5s. 6d. as follows:

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Isabel Moon the widow died at Cabus near Garstang 
1671. Her will made 9 June 1671 annuls all former 
wills. She left to her son Edward’s children £3 equally, 
her daughter Alice’s children each 2s.; to her son 
Thomas's children each 2s.; to the children of her 
eldest son each 2s.; to her daughter Alice 10s. in money, 
one piece of hemp and 30 ‘pods’ of canvas yarn, and 
her apparel, equally between daughters Ellen and Alice. 
The residue to her three sons; John Moon her eldest 
son was appointed executor. George Crone signed the 
will as a witness. The bond is signed by John Moon 
and John and George Jepson, 6 July 1671. The Jepsons 
were Quakers in Lancaster. The inventory made 
1 July 1671 by George Crone and Peter Preston, 
amounted to £28 16s. 6d., and included 30 leas of 
canvas varn, 8 yds. of coarse hemp cloth, bills and 
bonds £23 2s. 6d. and ready money £8 8s. 6d. 

John Moon the eldest son of Edward was a 
currier and lived at Tan House farm at Eaves, 
as well as a small farmer in Eaves quarter. He 
was early actively engaged in the Quaker cause both 
as a writer and preacher. His refusal to pay tithes, and 
swear oaths soon led to a conflict with church and the 
magistrates. In 1654 he, his father Edward, along with 
twenty-five others, were committed to prison because 
they esteemed it their Christian duty to exhort priests 
and people to repentance and amendment of life. This 
resulted in persistent persecution (J. Besse ‘Sufferings 
of the People called Quakers’) In 1660 John Moon was 
arrested with John White, William and John Thompson, 
Henry Eccles, Christopher Parkinson and William 
Gibson, all were in Lancaster gaol. Again in 1662, 
John, and his brother Thomas Moon of Woodplumpton, 
William Brewer of Little Eccleston, John White and 
and William Townsend suffered distraint of goods 
worth £15 19s. Od. for non-payment of £2 14s. 5d. 

being imprisoned in Lancaster castle. It was in this 
gaol John lay a whole winter in 1676. In his own 

* One Lea was 80 to 200 yards length of yarn. 
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account of his sufferings he says “the Lord was with 
me in prison and made me more to rejoice than those 
that have abundance of riches of corn and wine and 
oil”. John Moon accompanied George Fox in his 
journeys through Norfolk, as well as in Wales. He had 
a celebrated disputation with Tohn Toombes the erudite 
vicar of Leominster in 1656. The latter was the author 
of a number of controversial works. On this occasion 
Moon was accompanied by Alexander Parker who was 
arrested by the Leominster authorities and imprisoned 
a few days prior to the controversy with the vicar. 
The latter also had a lively debate with Fox on the 
‘Inner Light’ recorded in the latter’s journal. (Ed. 
Penney, Camb.) 


John Moon was the author of a number of works 
published as tracts and broadsides. In 1654 he wrote 
‘The Ranter’s Last Sermon’ at the inception of his 
mission and in 1657 ‘The True Light hath made Mani- 
fest Darknesse, or Sion builded up and Babylon cast 
downe. With a true Answer of what the Baptist 
Teachers objected against the Servant of the Lord who 
in Scorn is called a Quaker, and known to the World 
by the name of John Moon in several places in Wales, 
etc. (London 1657). Other works without date or place 
are “The Great Trumpet of the Lord God Almighty 
of Heaven and Earth blown” etc. “A Jesuitical Designe 
discovered in a piece called ‘The Quaker’s Pedigree’ or 
a Dialogue between a Quaker and a Jesuit.’ and “The 
True Light which shines in the Heart is that which 
manifests the Tree of Knowledge from the Tree of 
Life, the one is not for food and the other is the true 
food. Your dear Brother John Moon. whose life is in 
the Lamb”. Tohn Moon was one of the Friends who 
with William Penn and memhers of Judge Fell’s family 
of Swarthmoor hall testified their annrobation in a 
siened document to the marriage of George Fox and 
Margaret the widow of Tudge Fell. (Cromwell’s former 
vice-chancellor of the duchy of Lancaster) in 1669. 


Moon was probably twice married, his second wife 
Margaret was the widow of Thomas Harrison of Carr 
house, Garstang. She was a daughter of John Townson 
of Chapel house, Wyresdale, and sister of the cele- 
brated Jennet Cragg. The latter rode on horseback 
from Quernmore to London and back on a galloway 
returning with her two orphaned grandchildren each 
in a pannier. They were John and Joseph Kelsall, the 
former became a schoolmaster in Wales. He wrote a 
eulogy of his grandmother as ‘one who loved Truth 
and truly esteemed the faithful friends thereof. 

Tohn Moon was executor of his father-in-law along 
with John Townson, junior, of Rawcliffe, in 1671. In 
his latter years he lived at Carr house, Garstang. This 
dwelling, greatly altered, still exists on the east side of 
the old main road north of Garstang near its junction 
with the A6. Dilworth Abbott (Quaker Annals of the 
Fylde, 1921), considered that it was here in the orchard 
George Fox held his ‘General Meeting’ in 1657 on his 
way to Cheshire, “and soe,” he says in his journal, “from 
thence wee past through ye country and had many 
pretious meetings in severall places and came to 
Preston, and many come gazing about us, and I had 
a General Meeting betwixt that (Preston) and 
Lancaster.” 

In 1683 Thomas Butler of Kirkland prosecuted 
John Moon for default of tithe payment. A verdict was 
given against him for £4 7s. 0d. and this was trebled 
according to the ‘Statute of Treble Damage. The 
bailiff seized all the corn in the barn and on the ground, 
as well as all the household goods valued at £35, for 
the sum of £13 15s. Od., not even a bed was left in the 
house. (Nightingale ‘Early Stages of the Quaker 
Movement,” London, 1921). 

John Moon died at the Carr house 1689 and was 
buried 27 Nov. in the field near Eccleston. This ground 
was conveyed by William Brewer, a faithful friend of 
Little Eccleston, in May, 1669, to Thomas Moon of 
Woodplumpton, brother of John, and John White of

The youngest son of Robert and Alice Moon of 
Hollowforth was Thomas, the eighth in the Catforth 
entail, who received £13 6s. 8d. from his mother, his 
portion of his father’s thirds, and 40s. from his brother 
Richard the surgeon. He is only once mentioned in the 
first Woodplumpton register, 5 May 1641. “Edward, 
bastard son of Prescilla Laich, the reputed father 
whereof is Thomas Moone”. Thomas probably emi- 
grated to America, a man of this name appears in 
Scarborough Co., Virginia, 1652. Many of the Moon 
family settle in America during the first half of the 
seventeenth century, namely John Moon of Jamestown, 
Virginia, 1623; Henry of Ghent, Virginia, 1637; 
William of Upper Norfolk, 1638; Robert of Mass. 
1630/1645; John Moon, Pennsylvania, 1652. It is 
possible that several of these Moons belonged to the 
north of England. The name Thomas Moon does not 
reappear in the Woodplumpton, Kirkham or St. 
Michael's registers until the last decade of the seven- 
teenth century. 

From the eight sons of Robert and Alice Moon two 
principal descents can be clearly traced to the present 
day. The eldest, Henry, was the progenitor of the 
Moons of Kirkham, Eccleston near Croston, and the 
widespread. American families of this name. From John 
Moon junior of Whinneyfield came the family who 
lived on this estate until the late eighteenth century, 
and the planter Moons of Kingston, Jamaica, the 
merchants of Liverpool and the Moons, baronets of 
Warwickshire: the senior descent may be first con- 
sidered. 


Henry Moon of Hollowforth and Catforth 


Henry, the eldest son of Robert and Alice Moon and 
grandson of Henry Moon, had a daughter Ann born

was born in 1689, son of Robert Moon, of Catforth 
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which proves that there were two distinct descents 
from Henry and John senior, the first and second sons 
of the elder Robert Moon of Hollowforth: the entail 
eliminates the question of junior sons and their issue. 
This almost certainly shows that Henry Moon of Moon’‘s 
farm, Hollowforth, had a son Robert who directly in- 
herited the Catforth estate and married Alice Porter 
in 1637. Moreover, there is also the marriage at Wood- 
plumpton of William Porter and Anne Moon of that 
place 14 Jan., 1638/39, she being the daughter of Henry 
Moon mentioned in her grandfather's will 1615, which 
suggests a cross marriage between Henry Moon’s issue 


and the Porter family. 


It is certainly established that henceforth there were 
two Robert Moons whose families were all baptized at 
Woodplumpton, the one ‘of Catforth’ and the other ‘of 
Hollowforth’. Probably the eldest son Henry had died 
before his mother’s will in 1625 and his heir was well 
provided for as shown by the inventories of cattle, 
goods and money, as well as the real estate in possession 


of his descendants. 


Robert Moon of Catforth 


Robert, the eldest son of Henry Moon, was married 
at least twice, and may have had a third wife. His 
first marriage was to Alice Porter of Treales in Kirkham 
parish, a yeoman family who, over many generations 
inter-married or associated with the Moons. The 
marriage of Robert and Alice was at Kirkham church 
13 Dec., 1637, and they had issue Henry the heir, bap- 
tized 4 Feb., 1639, Robert, 21 Sept., 1642, and Richard, 
29 Sept., 1647. Alice Moon, the mother was buried at 
Woodplumpton 26 Jan., 1660/61, and a second wife 
Ann was interred in this chapel 14 Nov., 1665. She was 
probably the mother of Robert’s youngest son, William, 
who was one of his father’s executors, but his baptism 


is not in the local church registers.

Sixteen Jurors gave evidence before the commissioners 
regarding the parishes of Preston and St. Michaels-on- 
Wyre, of which body the three Moons were memb 
ao local representatives were:— oe 
trom Woodplumpton, Thomas and To 
Broughton, Henry Beesley, Thomas ecole an 
and junior, and Roger Harrison: from Sowerby John 
Swan. The jurors said that Woodplumpton cha elr 
contained 220 families and was three miles eee etd 


two and a half miles broad: the people desired to be a 
separate parish (Lancashire Rec. Soc. Vol. 1 pp. 145- 


148). 

Robert, son of Henry Moon, was the Catforth 
representative on this panel, his cousin John Moon, 
junior, of Whinneyfield, was the representative of 
Plumpton quarter of Woodplumpton, Alexander Moon 
of Ashton was probably another cousin. 


Robert Moon was buried at Woodplumpton on 29 
May, 1691. The religious outlook of the Moon family 
is strongly emphasised by the preamble to his will made 
19 May, 1691, which states that ‘I Robert Moon of 
Cattorth within Woodplumpton, yeoman, being sicke 
in body but of good and perfect memory, thanks be to 
almighty God for the same, and calling to remembrance 
the uncertain state of this transitory life, and that all 
flesh must yield unto death when it shall please God 
to call, doe make, constitute, ordaine and declare this 
my last will and testament in manner and forme fol- 
lowing (that is to say) first and specifically I commend 
my soule unto the hands of Almighty God, my Saviour 
and Redeemer, in whom, and by the merits of Jesus 
Christ, I trust and believe assuredly to be saved, and 
to have full remission and foregiveness of all my sins, 
and that my soule with my body at the general day of 
resurrection shall rise again with joy, and though the 
merits of Christ’s death and passion, possess and inherit 
the Kingdom of Heaven prepared for his elect and 
chosen, and my body I commit to the earth to be 
buried at the Chappell of Woodplumpton, at the dis- 
cretion of my executors hereafter mentioned .. . ” 


This preamble suggests a man of strong religious 
feelings which may be associated with those of the 
Quaker sect to whom his relatives belonged. As is so 
often the case in families where such sentiments are 
dominant there is dissension, and Robert Moon appears 
to have had only slight interest in his eldest son Henry, 
who lived at Newton-with-Scales, near Kirkham. In 
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his will Robert bequeathed to John Whalley’s children 
each of them 1s.; to the two sons of Robert Bell 2s. ‘To 
Agnes his wife £10. All the residue of his goods he 
gave equally to his wife and sons Richard and William, 
and his wife Agnes and son William were constituted 
executors. The will is sigued “Robert Moone” and wit- 
nessed by William Newsham and the mark of Ann 
Charnley. There is a codicil which gave the following 
legacies: To his stepson Richard Bell and Ann his 
wife, ‘my daughter’, 5s.; John Whalley and his wife 
Ellen, ‘my daughter’, 5s.; Henry Moon, ‘my son’ 5s. To 
all Henry Moon’s children 2s. 6d. each; Robert Moon, 
my grandchild son of Richard Moon, 5s.; All the rest 
of Richard Moon’s children 2s. each; To Thomas, son 
of Margaret Baites, 5s.; James Eccleston, my servant, 
2s.; Ann Charley, my servant, 10s.; James Sanderson, 
my servant, 2s.; To the poor housekeepers within 
Woodplumpton, £5, to be distributed within three 
months of his decease at the discretion of his executors 
and the overseers of the poor. 


The codicil is undated (clearly later than the will), 
Robert Moon only made his mark, the witnesses are 
slightly different, namely Anthony Moon (his cousin), 
Jane Turner, and William Newsham. It would seem 
that the dying man recalled his eldest son and _his 
grandchildren as well as his younger issue and servants 
excluded from the first will. The inventory was made 
1 June, 1691 by Anthony Billington, Mr. John Duddell 
(he lived in Crown Lane, Swillbrook, Bartle), Robert 
Gregson and Anthony Moon as follows:-—

In the carly records of Vestnorcland County, is a Jom Mothershead, 
born in 1661, Brooks Mothersnead, Alvin Mothershead with a will dated 
January 3, 1734-5, George Mothershead with a wife, Jonathan Mothershead 
with an invoice in 1703 arc who hac 201 acres in the freshets of the 
Potomace..sOctober 5, 1692. These Mothersheads were all of an age to

In "Irmigrants from Bristol, England 1654-88 Volume I, was the follow- 
ing: "1663-79 Jom Mottershitt to Virginia."

Perhaps Jom, born 1561, 
was the sm of Jom Mottershitt. If so, then the youncer John was born 
in England.

Since the Modisetts of Marvland arc sometimes given as living "m the 
east coast of Virginia! and had names of Brooks and Charles, as did the 
Mothersheads, they could be one and the same family. The given name of 
Brooks is certainly not a common Me. 


There was a Robert Brookes born in Londo, England, the 3rd of June 
1602 and died the 20th of July 1663 in Maryland. He was of Royal 
descent. He came to America in his om ship with twenty-cight servants 
om June 30, 1650 and settled at De La Brooke Manor om the Paxtuxent 
River, Charles County, Maryland. Perhaps the Mothersheads were related
